A United Nations human rights 
team called today for urgent 
measures to end violence in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

“The situation there is 
deteriorating year after year and 
recent events ... have created a 
very dramatic situation which 
requires urgent measures to relax 
tension and eliminate violence.” 
team member Alioune Sene told 
reporters. 

More than ISO Palestinians 
have been killed, thousands 
injured and nearly 10,000 
detained since protests against 
Israeli rule erupted in the 
occupied territories in early 
December. 

The three-member team later 
left for Damascus after hearing 
evidence from 1 2 Palestinians in 
Amman on Israeli practices in 
the territories. 

The Israeli Army warned that 
West Bank schools, reopened 
after nearly four months, would 
be closed again if more rioting 
erupts in the Israeli-occupied 
territory.

Sikhs plan to start 
pirate radio stations 


NEW DELHI. May 24. (Kuna): 
Sikh terrorists plan to instal 
pirate radio stations along the 
Indo-Pakistan border “with the 
active assistance of Pakistani 
authorities” and have bought 
equipment from Britain, official 
sources said here today. 

The equipment for three such 
radio stations had already been 
bought and taken to Pakistan 
accompanied by several hard 
core Sikh terrorists, the sources 
said. Each station was expected 
to have a range of more than 1 80 
km. 

The sources said Indian 
officials had taken up the matter 
with British authorities but were 
told that the buying of such 
equipment was not prohibited 
under British laws and. 
therefore, could not be stopped. 

Killed 

A Hindu family of six, includ- 
ing a boy of three, were amongat 
least 1 2 people killed yesterday in 
unabaling Sikh separatist 
violence across Punjab, police 
said. 

They said other victims 
included two policemen and two 


militant separatists. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
hasapproved a modified security 
plan lo prevent Sikh gunmen 
again taking over the Golden 
Temple, senior Indian political 
sources said today. 

They said the plan, costing an 
estimated Rs 550 million (S42 
million), would involve the 
demolition of up to 700 proper- 
ties around the temple in the city 
of Amritsar to create an open 
area that could be more easily 
policed. 

The area is considerably 
smaller than in previous 
proposals to impose security on 
the vast temple complex, which 
had become headquarters for 
militant groups. 

The sources said Rajiv 
approved the Golden Temple 
security plan at a lop level meet- 
ing on May 20. shortly after the 
siege of the temple ended. 

The sources said the plan 
approved by Rajiv would raze 
most buildings within 40 metres 
(130 feet) of the “Parikarma’’. 
the walkway ihal surrounds the 
inner sanctum of the temple. 


Iranian plan e shot down, claims Baghdad 

Iraqi threat to resume war of cities 


NICOSIA. May 24. (Agencies): 
Iraq said its ground defences shot 
down an Iranian warplane today 
and threatened to rekindle long- 
range missile barrages on Iranian 
cities if any ofits population cen- 
tres was attacked. 

Iran denied it lost a US-built 
F-5 fighter jet and claimed its 
ground forces repulsed a series of 
Iraqi thrusts in the central sector 
ofthebatilefronL 

Responsibility 

The latest Iraqi threat to renew 
missile attacks on Iranian cities 
came one day after Tehran 
accused Baghdad of violating the 
month-old truce in the so-called 
“war of the cities.*’ and 
threatened to fire back. 

“The Iranians should bear full 
responsibility if they attack our 


cities. Such attacks will not go 
unpunished.” warned Abdul 
Jabar Mohsen. Iraq’s chief 
military spokesman. His 
statement was carried by* the 
official Iraqi News Agency 
(IN A), monitored in Nicosia. 

Assurance 

Fighting has also picked up ■ 
along the 733-mile (1.180 ^ 
kilometre) warfrotii after a lull 
lhat followed fighting for Iraq's 
southern Faw peninsula. 

Iraqi troops dislodged the 
Iranians from Faw last month, 
two years after the marshy 
terrain was overrun in an Iranian 
push. 

President Francois Mit- 
terrand of France has assured 
Iraq of Paris’ friendship, despite 
a proposed renewal of ties with 
Iran. INA said today. 


“The options for France in the 
Middle East ... are clean peace 
and security for states and justice 
for people,” INA quoted Mit- 
terrand as saying in a telegram to' 
Iraqi PreadentT Saddam Hus- 
sein. 

“(This is) in addition to its 
commitment to its obligations 
wd sincerity to its friendship ... 
SW this means in particular Iraq, 
confronting for several years the 
ordeal of the painful war.” Mit- 
terrand added. 

France is one of Iraq's main 
suppliers of arms for its war with 
Iran, now in its eighth year. 

Baghdad sharply criticised 
former French Prime Minister 
Jacques Chirac’s reported deal 
w ith Iran which won freedom for 
the French hostages pro- Iranian 
militants kidnapped in Lebanon. 


BEIRUT, May 24, (UPI): Iran- 
ian-backed Hezbollah guerrillas 
captured more ground from the 
pro-Syrian Amal militia in the 
sprawling southern suburbs in 
fighting with tanks, mortars and 
rocket-propelled grenades that 
left at least 1 5 people dead today, 
police said. 

In another development 
today, a statement signed by the 
pro-Iranian Islamic Jihad organ- 
isation warned Western nations 
with hostages in Lebanon that 
the fighting could lead to the 
“liquidation” of all 18 foreigners 
believed held in the southern 
suburbs. The statement called 
for direct negotiations with the 
kidnappers. 

Police said at least 26 people, 
including two children, three 
Amal gunmen and two Hez- 
bollah members, were killed and 
more than 50 wounded in the 
past two days, bringing the total 
in 20 days of fighting to 252 dead 
and more than 1,100 wounded. 
At least 15 people were killed 
.today. 

Offensive 

Police said the inter-Shiite 
fighting erupted again before 
daybreak today when Hezbollah 
gunmen - launched an offensive 
on Amal positions in an attempt 
to capture the neighbourhoods 
of Ghobeiri and Shiyah, the last 
of the seven-quarter suburbs still 
held by Amal. 

The escalation came amid 
reports that mediation efforts by 
Syria and Iran to end the fighting 
were deadlocked because Syrian 
negotiators yesterday refused to

Pakistan "test-fires new missile’ 


ISLAMABAD. May 24, (Agen- 
cies): Pakistani officials today 
denied any knowledge of the 
recent test-firing of a missile 
capable of carrying nuclear war- 
heads. 

Nevertheless, a detailed but 
unconfirmed rumour has been 
circulating in the capital that 
such a rocket does exisL 

The New York Times in its 
yesterday’s editions quoted an 
unnamed US government 
official and a Pakistani source as 
saying the missile, which has the 
range to hit Indian cities, was 
test-fired April 25 in Pakistan’s 
southern Thar desert. 

However, two Pentagon sour- 
ces said they doubted it. 

In Islamabad, a-, senior 
Defence Ministry official could 
not confirm or deny the report

15 Lebanese 
deported 

BARR ELIAS. Lebanon. May 
24, (AP): Fifteen Lebanese men 
said they were deported today 
from the town of Chebaa in the 
UN-policed zone in south 
Lebanon by Israeli intelligence 
officers and their militia alhes. 

“We appeal to the command 
of the UN peacekeeping force 
and to Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to ensure our 
return to our homes in Chebaa.” 
said the leader of the group, 
Chebaa mayor Mohammed 
Salim AI Zohairi, 75. 


Flanked by the other depor- 
tees, he told a news conference in 
Barr Elias, in the Bekaa valley in 
east Lebanon, that they were the 
first Lebanese to be deported by 
the Israelis and their militia ally, 
the South Lebanon Army, from 
the zone policed by the UN 
Interim Force in Lebanon. 


“He alone is authorised to 
comment on such reports,” the 
official said. 

An elaborate rumour has cir- 
culated inlslamabad since early 
May that the rocket was called 
‘•Shahbaz,” and was capable of 
hurling a 1.100-pound (500-kg) 
payload up to 230 miles (380 
km). 

System 

The New York Times said a 
Pakistani with close ties to tbe 
government had told the news- 
paper in Islamabad the missile 
was of “home design" produced 
with China’s help and capable of 
reaching Bombay and New 
Delhi. 

However, the newspaper said 
an analysis of the details in tbe 
report indicated that two 
separate missile systems were 
involved and neither was capable 
of reaching those cities. 

It said the missiles appeared to 
resemble two short-range Soviet 
missiles known in the West as 
Scud and Frog and it was possi- 
ble Pakistan had been able to- 
procure some of them. 

It said the more-powerful 


Scud could be modified to reach 
major Indian installations at the 
expense of accuracy and war- 
head size. 

The rumour began circulating 
soon after India announced in 
late April that it had developed a 
long-range missile. 

One foreign diplomat asked to 
comment on the information 
said “I have my suspicions.” 
Leaks 

Pakistan categorically denies 
it is working on a nuclear weapon 
despite frequent accusations — 
and purported evidence — from 
abroad. Indiaexploded a nuclear 
device in 1974. 

The development of leaks in 
one country about its nuclear 
capability tend to cause leaks in 
the other in what observers have 
described as mutual morale- 
boosting. 

Pakistan and India have 
fought each other three times 
since they became separate 
nations in 1947.'

Rebel rockets hit Kabul 


MOSCOW, May 24, (Reulsr): 
Severs] rockets hit residential 
a reas of Kabul today, the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported as 
rebel forces attempted to step 1 p 
pressure on the Afghan govern- 
ment in the midst of the Soviet 
withdrawal. 

“No reports about casualties 
and destruction have come in 
yet,” Tass said. “It earlier repor- 
ted that one woman was killed 
and another wounded in a 
similar rocket attack by Afghan 
rebels on Kabul on Monday. 

Rebel attacks with bombs and 
rockets in and around Kabul 
appear to have intensified since 
the Soviet Union began pulling 
its estimated 1 15,000 troops out 
of Afghanistan on May 1 5. 

The day before the pullout 
started, the Afghan news agency, 
Bakhtar, reported that 16 people 


were killed by a truck bomb in 
Kabul. It blamed die explosion 
on rebels fighting the Soviet 
backed government. 

The same day, four people 
died when three rockets landed 
hit a village near the Afghan 
capital. 

Tass said today that security 
forces prevented a rocket attack 
on the eastern city of Jalalabad, 
after being tipped off by local 
people that about 29 rockets 
were set up for launching. 

Withdrawal 

It quoted a Bakhtar report as 
saying that Afghan troops had 
smashed a rebel group in the 
southern province of Kandahar. 

The Soviet withdrawal from 
Afghanistan is not going as fast 


as one general promised, and 
guerrillas are increasing pressure 
in the south of the country. Wes- 
tern diplomatic sources said 
today. 

The sources in Pakistan said . 
that apart from the much-heral- 
ded retreat of several smaller 
units, there had been little 

evidence of other movements. 

Soviet General, Boris 
Gromov, said on May 13 that a 
quarter of the estimated 1 15.000 
troops would be gone by the end 
of May, before a superpower 
summit between President Ron- 
ald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

“Ft is difficult to see how this 
will be achieved,’* said one 
diplomat, adding that the Soviet 
ambassador in Kabul had said 
privately that Gromov's timeta- 
ble was wrong.

New power struggle in Israel 

Likud threatens

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
May 24, (AP): Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's right-wing 
Likud bloc today threatened to 
hold early national elections in 
August as a new political struggle 
erupted with its coalition partner 
and chief rival, the Labour Party . 

Likud's threat to push for elec- 
tions on Aug 23 came after 
Foreign Minister Shimoo Peres' 
left-of-centre Labour proposed 
separating national and mun- 
icipal elections, both now 
scheduled for Nov I . 

The jockeying over dates 
follows a shift to Likud promp- 
ted by voters’ fears of violence in 
the five-month Palestinian upris- 
ing. 

News reports say Labour 
wants to separate national and 
city balloting so that Likud's new 
popularity would not threaten its 
hold on municipal offices. In res- 
ponse, Shamir's party called for 
election in August when many of 
Labour’s middle-class backers 
are on vacation. 

In Jeruslaem’s walled old city, 
Likud legislators Dov Shilansky 
and Ovadiya EH toured the 
sacred Temple Mount, guarded 
by some 400 policemen, Israel 
Army Radio said. The mount is 
one of the holiest shrines in 


Islam. 

Meanwhile, police safely dis- 
mantled a bomb planted near the 
door of a house in the Jewish 
neighbourhood of Gilo, a police 
spokesman said. 

In another development, a 
Palestinian woman, Muneira 
Daoud, was charged with caus- 
ing serious bodily harm for. 
allegedly hurling a stone at a Jewr 
ish settler that prompted him to 
open fire and accidently kill an 
Israeli teen-ager in the West 
Bank village of Beita. 

According to Israeli media 
reports, Ms Daoud stoned settler 
guard Romam Aldubi after he 
shot and killed her brother and 
another Arab during a clash 
involving Jewish settler hikers 
and Palestinians on AprO 6. 

On the political scene, the 
Labour Party announced plans 
to seek a parliamentary vote 
Wednesday postponing mun- 
icipal elections to March 1989, 
spokeswoman Micbal Cohen 
told the Associated Press. 

“According to the law, mun- 
icipal and national elections 
should be held separately,” Ms 
Cohen said. “We think a citizen 
should concentrate on municipal 
government issues and not on the 
national problems during mun- 


1.5 billion people 
without safe water 


WASHINGTON. May 24, 
(AP): About 1.5 billion people 
around the world still cannot get 
safe water ,and the best way to 
makeitavailableistoput women 
on the job, according to a new 
study from the World Bank. 

“Where women are trained to 
manage and maintain commun- 
ity water systems, they often per- 
form better than men, because 
they are less likely to migrate, are 
more accustomed to voluntary 
work, and because they are more 
trusted to ad minis ter funds hon- 
estly,” says the study.

1960s only about 20 per cent of 
people in poor countries had 
access to safe water. The authors 
think that now it is about 50 per 
cent. According to the World 
Health Organisation, the best 
coverage is in Latin America and 
the Caribbean, followed by lhe 
Asia and Pacific region, with 
Africa bringing up the rear. 

“Recent in-depth assessments 
in East and West Africa revealed 
that the population actually 


using improved water supply 
schemes was only one-third of 
the population reported to have' 
access,” the report says. 

Progress 

It predicts that progress will go 
on being relatively fast in East 
Asia, moderate in South Aria 
and Latin America and slow in 
Africa below the Sahara. 

• Governments are apparently 
spending about SI. 5 billion a 
year on rural water supply, 
including foreign aid, but the 
report says it would take three to 
five times that much to get safe 
water to everyone by the year 
2 . 000 . 

In the lowlands of Lesotho, in 
Southern Africa, it found that 30

Labour chairman Uzi Baram 
told the radio that Likud’s idea 
of advancing the national elec- 
tions was “a total joke.” 

“Nobody takes it seriously," 
he said. “You don’t advance the 
elections from November to . 
August. This is another storm in 
a teacup," he said, referring to 
numerous earlier threats to seek | 
early elections.

THE six member states of the 
Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) celebrate on May 25 the 
7th anniversary marking the 
GCCs establishment. 

During the first GCC summit 
conference held in Abu Dhabi 
(UAE) in 19Sn‘the six member 
states grouping Kuwait. 
Bahrain, Saudi Arabia, Oman, 
Qatar in addition lo the UAE. 
stressed that the formation of the 
GCC was aimed at achieving a 
greater degree of coordination 
and integration in all fields, and 
forging closer relations among 
them. 

The GCC summit's statement 
stressed thatihe formation of the 
GCC reflected the Arabian 
Gulfs will for independence and 
unity, as well as keeping the 
region away from foreign allian- 
ces and interventions. This 
gained more momentum amid 
the then low ebb of joint Arab 
action and absence of Arab 
solidarity. 

Though Lhe GCC charter 
underlined that its formation 
aims ai serving and supporting 
Arab and Islamic issues and

upgrading Arab solidarity, some 
came under the illusion that the 
member states started a cartel 
away from the other Arab sis- 
terly states. 

However, the past 7-year 
march manifested that the GCC 
is an important and efficient fac- 
tor for restoring Arab solidarity. 

This was well demonstrated 
through the efforts exerted by the 
GCC to patch up Arab differen- 
ces, solve marginal disputes and 
put an end to the severing of ties 
between Arab states. 

The GCC succeeded for exam- 
ple in containing the differences 
that erupted between the two 
Yemeni states and in grouping 
together Arab leaders after sch- 
isms due to differences in views. 

Conciliation 

Some GCC states are still pur- 
suing their conciliation efforts, 
on the basis of consolidating and 
massing all Arab capabilities to 
confront their common enemy, 
that is the Zionists supported by 
the colonialists and anti Arab 
forces. 

Throughout the last seven 
years, the GCC stances and prac- 
tices manifested adherence to 


Arab issues and aspirations, 
whether concerning the Palestin- 
ian problem, Lebanese crisis. 
Gulf war or other Arab econ- 
omic and social development 
problems.

As for Lebanon, the GCC 
always supported Lebanese 
unity and territorial integrity, it 
called on ail parties concerned to 
patch up their differences, stop 
bloodletting and start negotia- 
tions aimed at securing Lebanese 
and Arab interests. 

The GCC member states also 
rushed unilateral or collective aid 
to the Lebanese people, in a bid 
to overcome their daily suffer- 
ings caused by the ongoing sec- 
tarian divisions which adversely 
reflected on the Lebaense econ- 
omy. 

Security

Kuwait, Oman. Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar. Bahrain and the United 


Arab Emirates are grouped in an 
economic and security alliance 
called the Guff Cooperation 
Council. 

Oman and the UAE maintain 
good relations with Iran, despite 
strains between Iran and Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. 

Oman and the UAE have been 
pushing for a dialogue between 
the GCC and Tehran in quest of 
peace in the region which 
provides the non-Communist 
world with one-fifth of its oil 
supplies. 

The Palestinian problem also 
has figured prominently in Wal- 
ters talks with Middle EasL 
leaders, two weeks ahead of the 
arrival in the region of US 
Secretary of Stale George P. 
Shultz. 

The visits coincide with 
preparations for an Arab summit 
meeting scheduled for June 7 in 
the Algerian capital.

PLO freedom of movement and 
to unify its factions to continue 
the Liberation battle."

Controversy over Olympic proposal 

Kim Dae-Jung 
in hot water 


By Roger Crabb 

SEOUL, {Reuter): “Irresponsi- 
ble" .... “dangerous" .... 
“radical*’. Just as Kim Dae-Jung 
seemed to be winning acceptance 
from a long-hostile political 
establishment. South Korea's 
enfant terrible dropped another 
bombshell. 

Kim, who last month donned 
the mantle of parliamentary 
opposition chief after his party 
won almost a quarter of the 
National Assembly seats in a 
general election, rocked political 
circles on Friday by proposing 
calks with North Korea on shar- 
ing the ! 9S8 Olympics. 

Faced with a barrage of criti- 
cism from government, sports 
leaders and even some opposi- 
tion figures, the 63-yea r-old 
populist campaigner embarras- 
sedly withdrew his call on Satur- 
day, claiming he had been mis- 
quoted. 

The ruling Democratic Justice 
Party predictably condemned 
Kim's proposal as irresponsible 
and deplorable, saying he was 
merely echoing what they con- 
sider to be the pro-Pyongyang 
calls for national reuni ficalion 
chanted by Seoul’s most radical 
students. 

Naivete 

Some commentators not gen- 
erally seen as pro-government 
also rejected Kim's explanation 
of being misquoted and criticised 
what they called his naivete and 
ortunism. 

he incident showed the 
extreme sensitivity that still is 
required to discuss any aspect of 
policy towards the communist 
North, which Seoul leaders say is 
a permanent military threat and 
which they fear could try to 
sabotage the Olympics, due to 
open here on SepL 1 7. > 

Pyongyang has said it will 1 ■ 
boycott the Games unless it is 
allowed to stage up to half die 
events. 

Kim's outspoken remarks, at a 
closed-door session of his Party 
for Peace and Democracy, also 
accentuated widely held fears 
that the veteran street campaig- 
ner would be unable to adapt to 
the role of constructive opposi- 
tion leader in a chamber where 
President RohTae-Woo's gover- 
nment no longer has a natural 
majority. 

Controversy 

Hecamedown to the level ofa 
20-year-oid freshman on a Seoul 
campus, said one critic quoted on 
Sunday in the moderate Korea 
Times. 

The newspaper said in an 
editorial that his abrupt and 


radical remarks had stirred up a 
serious controversy. 

The gravity of the situation lies 
in the fact that Kim’s suggestions 
are little more than a repea t of the 
incredible North Korean 
demands for the joint hosting of 
the Olympics. 

The Korea Times editorialist 
added: “Suggesting Pyongyang- 
Seoul or Seoul-Pyongyang 
Olympic Games and the holding 
of inter-Korea political parties 
talks, he has served as a mouth- 
piece of the Pyongyang regime, 
while siding with radical dis- 
sidents ana activist students, 
who are continually crying for 
reckless South-North Korean 
rapprochment.” 

Former Prime Minister Kim 
Jong-Pil, leader of a centre-right 
opposition party, commented 
that dealings with North Korea 
should properly be left to the 
government. 

The Korea Herald, in its Sun- 
day editorial, said: “The reason 
for us to ease tension on the pen- 
insula is too important to be 
unrealistically ventured. 

“If done unpractically,*’ the 
pro-government paper added, 
“this ... will only lead the North 
astray.’’ 

It is most important at this 
juncture not to allow Pyongyang 
to believe that it can influence, 
and thus exploit, the popular sen- 
timent here towards the North. 

Failure 

Since the failure of Kim Dae- 
Jung and rival opposition can- 
didate Kim Young-Sara to 
mount a united challenge to 
government candidate Roh in 
last December’s presidential 
election, ensuring his victory, 
disillusioned student demon- 
strators here have turned their 
attention from domestic politics 
to the emotive cause of Korean 
' reunification. . 

There is a depth of grassroots 
anguish in the South at contin- 
ued separation from beloved 
family members. The Korean 
Red Cross says there are 10 
million Koreans on either side of 
the border separated from their 
relatives. 

Just last Sunday, a 24-year-old 
student leaped to his death from 
a roof in the grounds of Seoul’s 
Roman Catholic cathedral, after 
scattering leaflets calling for 
joint hosti ng of the Olympics and 
other moves towards unifica- 
tion. 

The new National Assembly, 
in which the parties of the 
opposition's three Kims hold 
nearly two thirds of the seats, was 
to have convened this week, but 
prospects for this looked bfeak 
on Sunday. 



'New thinking enters 
Soviet foreign policy

MOSCOW. (AP): In the Wes- 
tern world of advertising, it 
would be called an image mak- 
eover. 

In the Kremlin, the shirts and 
realignments in Soviet foreign 
policy over the pasl three years 
have been labelled "new think- 
ing." 

The change in appearance of 
Soviet diplomacy has boosted 
Communist Party chief Mikhail 
S. Gorbachev's standing in the 
world and improved the atmos- 
phere at in’emutionul meetings. 

Stonv-faced officials have 
been replaced by smiling, con- 
genial diplomats, such as 
Foreign Minister Eduard A. 
Shevardnadze and Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin, the Communist Parly 
Foreign Affairs Secretary. 

Soviet officials have made 
more foreign trips under Gorba- 
chev's tenure, and Soviet 
officials are holding more news 
conferences and social events at 
home and abroad. 

The smoother style has done 
much to break down the wall of 
mystery that has surrounded the 
Soviet Union. 

Advances 

But in Gorbachev's rebuilding 
of relations in regions as diverse 
as the Middle East. Western 
Europe, Central America and 
Asia, many themes of Kremlin 
foreign policy still follow 
familiar lines. 

Gorbachev coined the “new 
thinking" phrase in speeches 
during his first months as party 
general secretary, calling on his 
nation's policymakers to take a 
fresh look at Soviet relations and 


activity around the world. 

Three years later, the foreign 
policy mosaic shows some 
advances for Moscow, some 
broadened influence — and signs 
of stagnation, too. 

The most dramatic 
achievements have been the start 
of Soviet withdrawal from Afgh- 
anistan. agreed to after eight 
years of fighting and five years of 
negotiations, and the signing last 
Dec S of an agreement to elimin- 
ate medium-range nuclear mis- 
siles. the first treaty to scrap an 
entire class of nuclear weapons. 

Gorbachev and other senior 
Soviets have claimed the INF 
agreement was a result of 
Kremlin flexibility and per- 
severcnee toward fulfilling a goal 
of a nuclear-free world by the 
year 2000. a disarmament plan 
set out in a speech bv the leader in 
January 1986. 

US p’residem Ronald Reagan, 
on the other hand, attributes the 
Soviet position on disarmament 
to a While House policy of deal- 
ing with the Soviets “from a posi- 
tion of strength." 

Despite the rhetoric and ■■ on- 
fliciing claims of responsibility, 
the movement on arms control 
has encouraged observers to 
believe that “new thinking' has 
moved from idea to action in 
some instances. 

Soviet soldiers are leaving 
Afghanistan, thereby removing 
one of the most contentious 
issues dividing East and West. 

In contrast, however, Soviet 
military support for Nicaragua, 
Angola and Cambodia suggests 
the Kremlin's historic pracliceof 
spreading socialist revolution 
remains a goal.

Iraqi forces consolidate their grip on Faw

FAW PENINSULA, southern 
Iraq: Iraqi forces are busy con- 
solidating their grip on the Faw 
peninsula, after scoring what 
diplomats and analysts in Bagh- 
dad agree was their most impres- 
sive and significant battlefront 
victory in six years. 

Scores of Iraqi bulldozers are 
already hard at work removing 
the debrisofbattle andarranging 
new defensive lines across the 
peninsula's salt flats, dusty 
plains, and palm groves. 

The Iranians have all gone, 
pushed back across the Shatt A) 
Arab waterway into Iran itself. 
Bui the traces of their two-year 
occupation have not yet been 
erased. 

Advance 

In and around the peninsula's 
port town of A1 Faw, walls and 
billboards are daubed with 
revolutionary Islamic slogans in 
Farsi, the language of Iran, as 
well as more mundane inscrip- 
tions advertising local stores. 

Huge portraits of Ayatollah 
Khomeini and bis successor- 
designate, Ayatollah H ossein Ali 
Montazeri. still frown down 
from the walls of A1 Faw. But 
their faces have been partly 
obliterated by gunfire from the 
jubilant Iraqi troops. 


The signs on the ground bear 
out the version of the battle given 
by Iraqi officials and comman- 
ders. Along the former Iranian 
front line, running across the 
peninsula to defend the Iranian- 
occupied southern half, wrecked 
Iranian tanks and other vehicles 
litter the chewed landscape. 

Behind that line, the indica- 
tions are that the Iraqis were able 
to make a swift advance before 
meeting heavier resistance 
around an Iranian headquarters 
west of A1 Faw. The Iraqi 7th 
Army Corps had the tough task 
of fighting its way down the Sbatt 
Al Arab waterway toward AI 
Faw through dense palm groves. 
At Al Faw, iL met up with elite 
units of the republican guards, 
who had advanced down the 
west side of the peninsula to its 
tip at Ras Al Bisha, then turned 
and headed up to Al Faw. 

Surprise 

The charismatic commander 
of the 7th Army, Gen. Maher 
Abdul Rashid, said the battle 
was decided in its opening phase. 

“The enemy collapsed after 
about six hours," be said at his 
headquarters. “The officers 
deserted their posts, and the 
troops fled in disarray. It took us 
about 36 hours to win complete 
control of the peninsula." 

Diplomats and military 


observers in Baghdad believe 
that the element of surprise was a 
key factor .in Iraq's swift and 
stunning success. “It was a well- 
planned, well-executed opera- 
tion in difficult terrain.” a 
military observer said. “The 
Iraqis achieved total surprise." 

The element of surprise was 
twofold. This was the first real 
offensive the Iraaisbad launched 
since they pulied out of Iran in 
1982 and adopted an essentially 
defensive battlefront posture. 

.“The Iranians had become so 
used to the Iraqis playing a pas- 
sive role," one Western diplomat 
said. Another added.* “This 
attack was out of character for 
the Iraqis.” 

Across the board, diplomats in 
Baghdad concede that they too 
were taken by surprise, both by 
the Iraqi action and by the speed 
of its success. 

The Iraqis achieved tactical 
surprise too. The day before the 
offensive was launched, the 
defence minister, Gen. Adrian 
KhairaUah, paid a well-publi- 
cised visit to the northern front, 
where Iranian loops and Kur- 
dish guerrillas had been, making 
recent probes. 

The day before that. President 
Saddam Hussein himself was. 
also in the north. The battle for 
Faw peninsula. launched on the 


night of April 16 and 17, also 
came on the eve of the Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan. 

Military analysts believe 
another explanation for the 
extraordinary speed of the Iraqi 
victory is that there were far 
fewer Iranian troops there than 
was generally thought. The con- 
ventional belief before the battle 
was that Iran had about 50,000 
men oh the peninsula. In the 
wake of the fighting, estimates 
have been revised downwards to 
1 0.000 to 1 5.000 oreven less. 
Boost • 

Despite Iranian accusations. 
Western observers do not believe 
the Iraqis used chemical 
weapons to aid their offensive. 
“They had no need for that, and 
there seems to be no evidence of it 
either,” said one military analyst 
after visiting the area. Neither is 
much credence given to Iranian 
claims that Iraq was allowed to 
use Kuwait’s nearby Bubiyan 
Island — and none at ail to the 
Iranian charge that US helicop- 
ters joined in the attack. 

Their victory has clearly given 
. the Iraqis a major boost, though 
Western observers in Baghdad 
doubt that they will be able to 
pull oft s imil ar coups in the 
future, because the element of 
surprise has been lost. 

By the same token, the loss of 


Faw peninsula is being seen as a 
major blow to the Iranians. 
“Faw was the most significant 
piece of territory the banians 
had for all their offensives in 
recent years,” a diplomat said. 

What do they tell tbeirpopulace 
now?" 

Last summer, Iranian leaders 
• began heralding a major bat- 
Uefront campaign which never 
materialised amid signs of a slug- 
gish response to their call to 
arms. When Iraqi missiles fell on 
Tehran during the latest round in 
the war of the cities, Iranian 
leaders declared: “Our answer 
will be on the battlefield." 

Military analysts in Baghdad 
believe the Iranians may now try 
to find a way to salvage their 
honour. But they say thatTebran 
has few options. Even in the 
north, the Iranians are believed 
to lack the logistics to mount a 
serious threat to the regional cen- 
tre, Sulamaniyah. far less to the 
major oil fields at Kirkuk. 

Defeat 

With Iraq suspending the war 
of the cities, the focus may now 
swing back to the United 
Nations’ efforts to advance a 
diplomatic solution — with Iraq 
now looking a lot better than it 
did a month ago. 

“The Iranians are now back to 
where they were before Halabja, 


or even worse," said a Western 
diplomat, pointing to Iran's 
defeat at Faw Peninsula, its 
drubbing at the bands of the US 
Navy in the Gulf, and its repor- 
ted involvement in the hijacking 
of the Kuwaiti airliner. Some 
diplomats fear that, with no 
other effective' option open to 
them, the Iranians may resort to 
sponsoring further acts of terror- 
ism. 

Iraq’s recapture of Faw Penh, 
sola has also come as a relief to 
Kuwait., ridding it of new neigh- 
hours it would clearly prefer to 
do without. 

The Iranians' occupation of 
the peninsula had brought them 
within sight of Kuwait’s Bubiyan 
Island, and allowed them to 
bring Silkworm missiles within 
range of Kuwait City and its oQ 
installations, which were the tar- 
gelof six such strikes last year. 

But the Iranians are believed 
still to have about 40 of the lon- 
ger-range Scud-B missiles in 
their arsenaL They fired one at 
Kuwait recently. It was not dear 
whether this was intended as a 
reprisal forlbc loss ofFaw Penin- 
sula, or for their bruising 
encounters with the US naval 
forces.

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South Africa’s 
marks 40 years in power

CAPE TOWN, (Reuter): South 
Africa's National Party, which 
introduced the word apartheid 
into the political lexicon, 
celebrates 40 years in power this 
week unrepentant about the past 
and seemingly confident of rul- 
ing for decades to come. 

Despite their turbulent history 
and a tacit acknowledgement 
that apartheid is no longer work- 
able, the “Nats” speak confiden- 
tly of containing ine unpreceden- 
ted challenges facing the while 
minority. 

Their opponents however see 
evidence of wear and tear, com- 
placency. cowardice and loss of 
direction. 

The verdict on National Party 
rule from all other quarters in 
South Africa is damning. 

Dr. Nthato Motiana, a com- 
munity leader in Johannesburg's 
Soweto black township, says for 
the black majority — now over 
70 percent of the population — it 
has been “a very dark period of 
conflict, or detentions without 
trial, abandonment of the rule of 
law...” 

Disaster 

Opposition parliamentarian 
Helen Suzman, the Nats' most 
famous and relentless white 
critic, sums up National Party 
rule as “years of disaster for what 
was a most promising country." 

Apartheid's keenest suppor- 
ters on the right wing have also 
given up on the party, disenchan- 
ted by latter-day reforms, defect- 
ing to set up the white suprema- 
cist conservative party. 

Victorious in 10 successive 
whites-only elections, the Nats 
still rule with a handsome 
majority and appear to be carv- 
ingoul a new powerbase, attract- 
ing more English-speakers to 
their once exlcusively Afrikaner 
(Dutch-descent whites) con- 
stituency. 

Despite the uprising which 
apartheid has provoked and the 


miseries it hasinflicted on blacks, 
party spokesman Con Botha said 
the policy had not been a mis- 
take. 

When the National Party 
came to power in 1948, slums 
existed in all major cities where 
blacks and whites lived side by 
side in conditions of “indescriba- 
ble squalor,” 

Suspicion 

In 1948. the poorer Afrikaners 
viewed the more affluent English 
whites with almost as much susp- 
icion as blacks. 

“The perception gained- 
currency that slum conditions 
and racial mixing were synon- 
ymous. No government coming 
into power could have escaped 
addressing these conditions," 
Botha said. 

“Of course, with the benefit of 
hindsight, the coining of the 
word apartheid was a mistake 
but at the time it seemed like a 
logical way of disentangling mix- 
ing at the lowest end ofthe econ- 
omic scale." 

The party’s major 
achievement, he said, had been 
bringing South Africa from 
dominion status within the Brit- 
ish empire to that of an indepen- 
dent republic in 1961. He pointed 
to South Africa’s economic 
power and improvements in 
black education. 

Botha told Reuters he was not 
overly concerned by the threat 
from the conservatives who have 
made dramatic gains in recent 
elections. “I have little doubt we 
will still celebrate half a century 
in power." 

Conservative Party spokes- 
man Tom Langley, who quit the 
Nats in 1982, said the modem 
National Party lacked vision. 
The old National Party had been 
respected for its honesty, he said. 
"Now nobody knows what's 
going on.” 

The National Party won the 
1948 white general election on a 
platform of "apartheid'’ (apart- 


ness), which held that whites 
could only survive in Africa 
through rigid separation of 
races. 

The Afrikaner-dominated 
cabinet pushed through laws 
which enshrined racial segrega- 
tion in housing, education, cin- 
emas. public transport, beaches 
and even public telephones. 

The black majority was 
excluded from goverment, den- 
ied senior jobs, paid badly and 
forced to cany passes to enter 
“white” areas. Sex and marriage 
between races were outlawed. 

Nationalists like former Prime 
Minister Hendrik Verwoerd 
dreamed of an “ali-white"South 
Africa, with the. blade majority 
becoming citizens of nominally- 
independenl tribal homelands 
while still providing labour for 
white industry. 

The policy, inthe words of one 
Afrikaans-language newspaper, 
made South Africa “the polecat 
of the world". • 

In recent years. President P.W. 
Botha has declared apartheid 
“an outdated concept *. Some 
race laws have been abolished 
and the external signs of aparth- 
eid are no longer so evident 
Domination 

Foreign. Minister Pik Botha 
told Reuters last Thursday that 
the National Party bad aban- 
doned the original 1948 aparth- 
eid blueprint. 

“This government now 
accepts the permanence ofblacks 
and also the political implica- 
tions of that ... participation in 
the decisions affecting their lives 
as well as decisions affecting the 
country as a whole," he said. 

White domination will cease 
— but not at the cost of white 
survival, he said. 

Namesake P.W. Botha, who 
has been president orprime mini- 
ster since 1978, is. adamant that 
whites must have their own 
schools and residential areas and 
has ruled out one-person, one- 
vote.

Soviets learn about labour camps

MOSCOW, (UPQ: For the fust 
time a Soviet newspaper has 
published a glimpse of life inside 
a Stalinist-style prison labour 
camp. It told Soviet readers their 
nation probably has more penal 
convicts in "isolation and 
production" camps than any 
other country in the world. 

The report, entitled “The 
Zone of Silence," appeared in the 
pro-reform weekly Moscow 
News with an introduction tell- 
ing readers it concerned “a 
problem of human rights" 
usually “considered out of 
bounds to the press" in the Soviet 
Union. 

It was an eye-ojpener even in 
these times of Mikhail Gorba- 
chev’s drive for more “glasnost," 
or openness. Western diplomats 
said they could not recall any 
such frank, albeit brief, account 
of life behind the prison camp 
fence. 

“For dozens of years prisoners 
have been treated as a convenient 
and submissive workforce," 
Moscow News said. 

' “The mines ofthe Kola Penin- 
sula. Vorkuta, Kolyma, the 
White Sea Canal, the old section 
of the Baikal -Amur railway ... 
who can now name all the major 
construction sites where prisones 
worked — and all too often 
died?" 

Banned 

But the issue is still more 
familiar to Western readers 
books like Alexander Solzhhen- 
itsyn's “One Day in the Life of 
Ivan Denisovitch" than to the 
Soviet public, because such 
works stilt remain banned or res- 
tricted. 

Moscow News said Soviet 
journalists recently were shown 
an unidentified “extremely 


severe regime" colony near M ur- 
mansk, north of the Arctic Cir- 
cle. The visit “came as a shock,” 
it said. 

The magazine called it a place 
of “barbed wire, clanking locks, 
guard towers and gray lights.’’ 
All the 1 ,300 convicted criminals 
in this “isolation and produc- 
tion" camp were clad in loose 


black -and -gray striped jacked 
and trousers. Prisoners who 
refuse to work or break the rules 
are subjected to solitary confin- 
ement.

OUTLOOK

MORE than eleven years in 
thiscountry gives me the 
licence, I feel, to reminisce. 
And what wonderful 
memories I have. I can look 
back on “the good old 
days' ’ and shamelessly ins- 
ist that, despite the impres- 
sive progress, life here was 
pretty darn good... blits 
quaint way. I sentimentally 
hold to this opinion " 
undeterred by the reality 
that insufficient supplies, 
sporadic services, and over- 
priced accommodation 
were the hallmarks of a 
sleepy desert capital awak- 
ening with some astonish- 
ment to find itself suddenly 
propelled into the late 20th 
century. 

With fond nostalgia, I 
remember when the open- 
ing of a new supermarket 
was a main event which 
drew crowds of the curious. 
The term ‘“supermarket’' 
seemed somewhat 
ambitious for many of the 
cluttered shops, but the 
novelty of the enterprise 
made up for commodity 
deficiencies. When a ‘'real'’ 
supermarket finally opened 
its automatic doors, my 
husband was so impressed 
that he called me in Lon- 
don to let me in on the 
exciting news. 

The “old days” were 
when goiDg to the fish suq 
on a Thursday afternoon 
was the big outing for the 
week. It was a social gath- 
, ering as much as anything 
else... and a bit of an adven- 
. ture choosing from so 
many different kinds of 
seafood whose names and 
flavours we didn't know. 

The boom period was 
just getting underway and 
the town (for that is all it 
really was ) exuded a fever- 
ish, gold-rush-days atmos- 
phere. Some people had it 
better than others, but most 
of us regarded our condi- 
tions, good or bad, as a 
temporary interlude and 
seldom let ourselves be 
artificially bouyed or 
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depressed because of them. 

Life in Kuwait was a bit 
like a continuous camping 
trip: because there were no 
shops which met (or 
approached) international 
standards... and just plain 
few shops, one couldn't 
necessarily run out and 
replenish diminished 
stocks, or replace items 
which were missing from or 
hadn't been included in the 
original shipment. Con- 
sequently, many people 
learned to live without 
“basics,” borrowing was de 
rigueur. and the trade in 
second-hand items flouri- 
shed. 

In those early days, the 
inconsistency of the elec- 
trical supply, the shortage 
of water, and the poor tele- 
phone service (if one had a 
telephone at all) were the 
major areas of physical 
adjustment. Inevitably, 
whenever the power failed 


our phone wouldn't work. 

It took months for my hus- 
band to convince me that 
the telephones in this coun- 
try did not run on elec- 
tricity. 

Apart from the obvious 
inconveniences and frustra- 
tions, most of us had to 
admit that even hardship 
has a humorous side. Why, 
we asked ourselves, did the 
majority of power failures 
occur in the warmest 
weather rather than in the 
cooler winter months when 
the air-conditioners were 
not so vital? Why did the 
precious water supply tickle 
to a definitive halt just as 
we bad lathered and sham- 
pooed in the shower? (Oh, 
the number of times my 
scalp tingled from being 
rinsed with Perrier water!) 
And was it really necessary 
for the telephone to go 
dead seconds after we said 
hello to over overseas con- 


nection — after having 
spent two hours of steady 
dialing trying to get the 
long-distance operator? 

Because of the privations 
(real or imagined), or in 
spite of them, the foreign 
community enjoyed an 
unusually cohesive exis- 
tence. One's first obligation 
might have been to the 
employer, but an undis- 
puted loyalty attached itself 
to the society which could 
make tough times good and 
good times better. The 
keeping-up-with-the-Jon- 
eses syndrome noticeable 
absented itself in those 
casual, make-do days. No 
one took much notice of 
substandard furniture or 
fittings, or the many other 
flaws in creature comforts, 
because these were beyond 
the individual’s control. 

Then, oh so gradually, 
Kuwait matured and began 
to show signs of sophistica- 
tion. A new attitude subtley 
permeated the society, per- 
haps reinforced by new- 
comers who didn't need 
(and weren't interested in 
experiencing) the rough- 
and-ready pioneer spirit. 
The city’s superbly stocked 
shopping mails made 
“make-do” obsolete. 

I don’t pretend not to 
enjoy the new glitter of the 
social scene, or the lush 
vegetation which fills our 
once desert-scaped com- 
pound, or the sheer luxury 
of a regular supply of 
water. 

But old habits can be 
pretty difficult to change. 
Despite the raised eyebrows 
of companion shoppers, I 
still buy food in bulk in 
anticipation (sometimes 
justified) of prolonged 
shortages. I also always 
keep a case of Perrier on 
hand for old times' sake, 
just in case we run out of 
water when I'm in the mid- 
dle of rinsing my hair. And 
on those rare occasions 
when we have a power 
outage, I instinctively run 
to the phone. Not to call 
the electrician, but to verify 
that there’s a dial tone.

At r. any tables declarer won the] 
opening diamond lead, drew two I 
rounds of trumps and e\ eniually fell 
back on the club finesse for his 13th 
uick. Those only in a small dam 
didn’t seem to mind conceding 3 
trick on the hand. They were 
wrong— the overtrick would have 
been worth quite a feu matchpoinis. 

At the table we watched, declarer 
fulfilled his slam with csivftfi play. 
After winning the diamond lead, he 
led a low trump so dummy and 
ruffed a spade. Another trump, tak- 
en on the table, provided the entry 
for a second spade ruff. 

With his groundwork completed, 
declarer re-entered dummy with the 
last trump and cashed the ace-king 
of spades, discarding two clubs 
from his hand. When spades broke 
evenly, the board's long spade pro- 
vided a discard for declarer’s last 
club loser— making seven-odd. 

This line gave up nothing. Had 
the spades not split well for declar- 
er, he would still have been able to 
fall back on the club finesse in an 
attempt to land his 1 3th trick.

Taking the bull by the horns 

Portugal’s unique form of bull- fighting

LISBON, (Reuter): Nobody 
could ever accuse Nuno 
Salvacao Barreto of being 
scared lo take the bull by the 
horns. 

The stocky Lisbon business- 
man did literally that during 30 
years as a leading performer of 
Portugal’s unique form of bull- 
fighting in which the bull is 
wrestled to a halt by an eight- 
man team of ’Forcados.* 

"I have broken almost every 
bone in my body. But it was a 
great .life and I would do it all 
again,” Barreto. 59 and in semi- 
retirement, said in an interview. 


Ban-eto acted as point man 
— who takes the full thrust of 
the charging bull — in well over 
500 fights during a career which 
began in the 1940s. 

His feme was such that he 
was called to Italy to perform 
the stums in a scene from the 


•1950s film of Quo Vadis in 
which a gladiator wrestles a 
bull in an ancient Roman 
amphitheatre. 

•‘You need confidence and 
you must keep your hands 
down when the bull charges. If 
not, it will lift its horns and then 
you are in trouble," said 
Barreto, speaking fluent Engl- 
ish in an upper-class drawl 
inherited from his British-born 
mother. 

In Portuguese bull-fighting, 
unlike the Spanish version, the 
bull is not killed and its horns 
are padded. 

The corridas begin similarly 
m both countries with hor- 
semen and ‘bandarilheiros’ on 
foot plunging barbed shafts 
into the tiring bull’s neck and 
back. 

But instead of Lhen facing a 
Matador's sword as iu Spain, in 
Portugal the bull is approached 
by the colourfully-dressed For- 
cados in strict Indian file 
behind the point man whose 
only protection is a sturdy 
midriff and nifty footwork. 


The bull, which can weigh up 
to 600 kg (1,300 lbs), charges 
and lifts the first Forcado bet- 
ween its horns while his team- 
mates pile on, gradually bring- 
ing the bull to a halt before it 
reaches the outer barriers. 

That is the theory. As 
Barreto points out, it doesn’t 
always work out so smoothly. 

“If you're not securely bet- 
ween the horns or if someone 
slips there is real danger. Even 
the banderillas sticking out of 
the bulls neck are potentially 
lethal,” said Barreto, pointing 
to scars that cover his arms and 
shoulders. 

Crashed 

“Ironically the faster the 
charge, the safer it is as the bull, 
when it accelerates, lessens its 
power to toss back its head,” he 
said. 

A young Forcado was cru- 
shed to death near Lisbon in the 
first bullfight of the season 
recently and in the 1 960s one of 
Barreto’s friends died after a 
banderilla went into his eye. 


"In feci there have only been 
about four deaths in the last 30 
years though serious injuries 
are quite common,” said 
Barreto who still occasionally 
leads his team, though 
nowadays from well to the rear. 

Like nearly all the 16 For- 
cado groups active in Portugal, 
Barreto and bis colleagues are 
strictly amateur, performing 
for expenses only or to help 
raise money for charity. 

Tbe Forcados, who take 
their name from their pitchfork 
symbol, first emerged in rural 
Portugal about 300 years ago 
when, to entertain their mas- 
ters, servants would challenge 
bulls. 

Their popularity quickly 
spread and the Forcados’ spec- 
tacular performances are now a 
favourite attraction for the one 
million or so Portuguese and 
foreign tourists who attend 
bullfights here every summer. 

They also display their dar- j 
ing skills abroad with regular j 
trips to Spain and southern 1 
France.

BRAVE Nancy Reagan has 
clean about her breast 
pancer — and put the whole 
'question of to cut or not to cm 
back under the spotlight. 

In the past, famous people 
nave been prepared to tell 
about their encounter with the 
BigC. And their recovery from 
mastectomy — surgical 
removal of the breast — hi i 
done their sisters a power of 
good. 

Another President’s wife, 
Betty Ford, did it and had the 
satisfaction of lying in her hos» 
pjtalbed warching on television 
the lines of women queuing up 
for breast examinaifons 
because she had gone public 
about her own lucky break. 

Jill Ireland decided to be 
totally upfront about her 
operation and treatment that 
made her hair fall out and her 
curves fall away. 

Barbara Bel Geddes — Miss 
Ellie of Dallas — had to cope 
with the traumatic loss of a 
breast and of her second hus- 
band, Broadway producer 
Windsor Lewis, both from can- 
cer and at the same time. 

And Ingrid Bergman's was 
courage of a different kind. She 
soldiered on as first one and 
then the other breast was 
removed, hiding her suffering 
behind the most daunting 
professional determination 
that the show must go on. 

Doctors are no longer con- 
vinced that the mastectomy 
Nancy Reagan opted for is 
always the best treatment for 
cancer detected early enough

and small enough. And hers 
Was picked up at avery early 
stage. 

Many experts now favour 
lumpectomy or removal only of 
the malignant tumour and a 
little surrounding tissue with 
follow-up treatment to fight 
any spread of cancer to the 
nearby cells. 

Nancy Reagan decided to 
lose the entire left breast, but 
not the underlying muscle alth- 
ough a biopsy revealed that her 
tumour was “non-invasive." 

That means that it seemed 
not to have spread. But only six 
per cent of cancer victims are 
lucky enough to get that good 
news. 

Mrs Reagan, whos is 66, still 
opted for the operation called 
“modified mastectomy”, 
because, said a White House 
aide, she wan ted to get back to 
work and avoid a “drawn-out” 
procedure. 

That means she decided she 
would rather lose the breast 
than face follow-up radiation 
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Actress Jill Ireland with husband Charles Bronson. She says she 
is in a position to give hope to others. 


therapy with a possibility of 
hair loss and other side effects 
that might cut across her full 
engagement book during her 
husband’s last year in office. 

Besides supporting him. she 
is also heavily involved in her 
own anti-drugs programme. 

Reasons 

Whatever their reasons, 
many women opt for mastec- 
tomy rather than lumpectomy 

— even when doctors say they 
can save both their breasts and 
their lives — for purely psy- 
chological reasons. 

They want to feel, deep 
down, certain that Lhe whole 
cancer is gone, and anything it 
could possibly have spread to 
with it. 

And for years, doctors too, 
favoured radical mastectomy 

— removing the breast, the 
muscles that support it and the 
lymph glands under the arm. 

It is easy to see why the dis- 
ease could breed a tendency to 
over-anxiety. In much of the 
world, breast cancer is the 
second biggest killer of women 
overall, and the biggest in the 
over-40 age group. 

But mastectomy can cure 
cancer at the cost of creating 
other problems. Loss of a 
breast itself can be extremely 
traumatic. 

About one victim in four will 
suffer anxiety, depression, or 
both, in the year after the 
operation. One in three will 
complain that a happy sex life 
has been marred by the opera- 
tion. 

Women who lose a breast 
can find that they feel less 
feminine or worry that they are 
no longer attractive. 

According to Professor 
Michael Baum, consultant sur- 
geon at King’s College Hosp- 
ital in London, and one of the 
world's leading authorities on 
breast cancer, the first response 
to mastectomy is usually 
euphoric. 

“The woman feels she has 
had cancer and beaten the 
crisis,” he says. But depression 
frequently follows six to 12 
weeks after the operation. And 
only 70 percent of women come 


to terms with mastectomy a 
year later. 

Professor Baum is not con- 
vinced that mastectomy was 
what Nancy Reagan needed. 
“I’m very surprised she had 
one,” he says. “If she had minor 
abnormality, it’s a retograde 
step. We have been pioneering 
breast conservation For years.” 

Another doctor who feels 
that lumpectomy is the opera- 
tion of the future is surgeon Ian 
Fentiman who has been in 
charge of trials at Guy’s Hosp- 
ital, London which have 
already treated 400 women and 
have the backing of the 
Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund. 

They are removing the lump 
and the lymph glands, but at the 
same time placing a time bomb 
of radio-active rods at different 
points in the breast. Over the 
following 49 hours this implan- 
ted time bomb bombards 
breast tissue with low level 
radiation to kill cancer, but 
leaves the body unharmed. 

Patients can then go home 
and have only to return, to hos- 
pital foroutpatienL radiotbera- 
phy. 

American doctors against 
mastectomy and for lumpec- 
tomy have also criticised 
Nancy Reagan's decision to go 
the whole way. One of them 
accused her of “setting our 
work back 10 years." 

But then she does haveone of 
the best post-operative aids a 
doctor could prescribe for any 
mastectomy sufferer — plenty 
of tender loving care at borne.

Today, Jill Ireland looks 
wonderful. Wonderful enough 
to have been able to say “no” to 
a breast reconstruction opera- 
tion to fill out the scar-left by her 
mastectomy three years ago. 

“I did think a “But what have 
I got to gain?* I still have one 
breast. My scar is part of me 
now. It stands for what I've 
gone through. I'm so used to it I 
might even miss it. What’s more 
I feel as sexually attractive as I 
ever did." 

Jill Ireland was one of the 
lucky ones.

Ingrid Bergman lost her bat- 
tle.

Animal rights group jeopardising medical science 


Incurably ill fight for experiments on animals

SAN FRANCISCO: Grisly 
brochures showing animals 
mutilated in the name of 
science, raids on medical 
i laboratories, Hollywood cele- 
brities haranguing authorities 
to defend homeless cats dogs 
from mad scientists. 

Rick Simpson, a 49-year-old 
victim of multiple sclerosis, 
decided he was not going to 
take these onslaughts by 
animal rights activists 
anymore. He is fighting back. 

Simpson founded a 
movement, gathering momen- 
tum across the United Slates, 
intent on protecting the right of 
researchers to experiment on 
animals. 

He and an estimated 2.000 
other members of an organisa- 
tion called Incurably III For 
Animal Research, or Ufar, 
believe animal rights groups 
have gone too far and are 
jeopardising medical science. 

“We want cures for our ill- 
nesses.” Simpson said in a 


interview from his home in 
Arizona. 

“It's selfish but, when you Ye 
incurably ill, you're not just 
philosophising, you're dealing 
with the reality of findinga cure 
or not finding a cure." 

Simpson’s crusade began in 
the spring of 1 9S5 when he was 
undergoing experimental drug 
therapy at the University of 
Arizona Medical Centre. As he 
lay ill. a local animal rights 
group picketed the campus, 
protesting against experiments 
on animals. 

Simpson was outraged. 
“There are no animal worship- 
pers that are incurably ill," he 
recalled later. 

The day after the demonstra- 
tion. he launched Ilfar (pron- 
ounced eye-far), vowing to 
fight back by spreading the 
word about the good accompli- 
shed by animal experiments. 
Today, the organisation has 
chapters in three stales, and 
others are forming in a half 
dozen more. 

All the group’s officers and 
most of its board of directors 


suffer from an incurable illness 
— AIDS, Alzheimer’s disease, 
cystic fibrosis, diabetes, to 
name a few. 

Steve Carroll, Ufar executive 
director, underwent a series of 
skin grafts after he was badly 
burned in a 1971 airplane 
accident. He is convinced the 
procedures, first tested on 
animals, saved his life. 

A leg fracture also resulted in 
an untreatable infectious 
inflammation of the bone 
marrow, and he now hopes a 
drug will be found that can cure 
it. 

Carroll, who has a pet 
Siamese cat, travels the country 
spreading the Ilfar creed. 

Ufar has the backing of the 
California Biomedical 
Research Association, formed 
by health groups and univer- 
sities engaged in biomedical 
research. 

According to the associa- 
tion's executive director San- 
dra Bressler, radical animals, 
including mice, cats, opossums, 
pigeons and a monkey, and 
caused $4.6 million damage to 


labs in California universities. 

Animal rights advocates 
charge that the incurably ill are 
being recruited by groups like 
Bressler' s to act as spokesmen. 

*Tm very concerned that 
people who have serious illnes- 
ses or disabilities are being used 
unknowingly to promote kinds 
of experiments that will in no 
way help them," said Dr Neal 
Barnard, medical adviser to 
people for the ethical treatmerj 
of animals. 

That organisation, formed in 
1981 with headquarters in 
Washington, is the largest US 
animal rights group and 
opposes all experiments on 
animals. 

Bressler says that Ilfar is 
independent of her association 
but says she helps them dis- 
tribute literature. “Nobody’s 
twisting anyone's arms to get 
involved.” she said. 

Last year, Ilfar campaigned 
to defeat attempts in Arizona 
and Florida to bar the use of 
abandoned animals for 
research.

TEMPORARY PACEMAKER 
RESTORES NORMAL HEARTBEAT

QUESTION: What is a “temporary 
pacemaker" used for? 

ANSWER: The temporary pacemaker 
(orasil is called by most doctors, temporary 
cardiac pacing) is used for many serious 
situations that create abnormal beating of 
the patient's heart. 

At times, temporary pacemakers can be 
iifesavingyel they are also helpful in cases of 
diagnosing abnormalities of the heart. 

Specifically, temporary cardiac pacing 
concerns electrical simulation to the muscles 
in the wall of the heart for relatively short 
periods of time. 

The purpose of temporary pacing is to 
quickly establish normal rhythm to ihebeat- 
ing of the heart, gaining time for the testing 
and evaluation necessary to determine lhe 
besi treatment for the patient over the long 
haul. .... 

Before temporary cardiac pacing is util- 
ised, doctors make very careful and detailed 
evaluations of a patient, including — among 
other things — symptoms and/or illnesses; 
the medicines the patient may be taking; the 
location of the present difficulties with the 
patient’s heart; if the patient has high blood 


pressure or congestive heart failure: and if 
permanent pacing might be necessary ins- 
tead of a temporary effort. 

Pacing may be accomplished in a variety 
of ways: through the skin or the esophagus; 
using the veins; or through the chest cavity. 
Usually, the least invasive manner of plac- 
ing a pacemaker in the body is used. “Least 
invasive" means with as little cutting or 
other disturbances to the body as possible 
while completing the needed procedure in 
the most effective and efficient way. 

All those forms of temporary pacing can 
be helpful in short-term pacing therapy but 
usually transvenous pacing is needed for 
long-term therapy, i.e.. several days to 
several weeks. 

QUESTION: L just heard or easy exer- 
cises called CPM. Are they as good as some 
people say? 

ANSWER: As exercise. CPM probably 
has very little value; but as a rehabilitation 
tool it may well be useful. 

The idea of continuous passive motion 
(CPM) tables is being pushed currently by 
their manufacturers as methods of losing 
inches while “motorised calisthemc tables 


do all the work.’’ 

Most experts agree that in exercise, “no 
pain" (or at least, “no work"), “no gain" is 
all too true. CPM does not cause weight or 
inch loss and certainly not in “spots” as 
some people advertise. 

The president of the National Council 
Against Health Fraud states, “Passive exer- 
cise goes against the most basic concepts of 
physiology, so how could it possibly be 
effective?” 

For rehabilitation, CPM reportedly can 
be useful with patients who have undergone 
knee surgery, joint replacement and other 
such orthopaedic surgeries. Also, in sports 
medicine CPM is used primarily after 
ligament reconstruction and may help 
patients with physical conditions that pre- 
clude exercise, i.e., problems with the mus- 
cles and nerves. Additionally, CPM may be 
helpful with stroke victims and the elderly. 
As you can see, while easy exercise may have 
a place in somecases, it can't replace the gain 
obtained from a little extra effort known as 
“work.” 
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Bob Barker, a television 
game show host master of 
ceremonies for beauty 
pageants, joined animal activ- 
ists in a bid to stop the sale of 
stray cats and dogs from a 
California shelter to scientists. 
The proposed ban .was 


defeated. 

As part of a nationwide 
demonstration in December, 
actress Cloris Leachman urged 
Los Angeles County officials to 
halt the sale of animals from its 
shelters . for laboratory 
research. 


The diet debate 

Experts from four different 
United Kingdom sources have 
just suggested that it may be 
possible to control or eliminate 
some diseases by changes in 
diet. . 

The 10th International Con- 
gress of Nephrology was told in 
London on 29 July that diet 
may slow down or even prevent 
kidney failure. Research is now 
under way in Britain and other 
places to discover whether peo- 
ple suffering from this most 
serious consequences of kidney 
disease can be helped by a 

special diet. 

Dr Gerald Coles, consultant 
physician at Cardiff RoyaJ 
Infirmary in Wales reported: 
“Evidence From experimental 
studies in the laboratory shows 
that a low protein diet slows the 
rate at which kidney function 
deteriorates. A number of 
reports suggest that this ben- 
eficial effect is also seen in man, 
but there is as yet no certainty. 
However, there are several 
large controlled trials under 
way in various parts of the 
world and hopefully one or 
more-of these trials will provide 
the answer." 

The conference was told that 
more than 50 patients per 
million population reach end 
stage kidney failure every year 
and unless treated they die. The 
choice of treatment was either 
dialysis or transplantation but 
Dr Coles said they both bad 
their own complications and 
were too expensive for many 
countries. 

Cot death mystery 

While doctors and scientists 
test the belief that diet may 
provide a comparatively simple 
means of cutting the death toll 
from kidney disease, bio- 
chemists are probing new 
evidence and a possible answer 
to the spate of mysterious 
deaths of babies in’ their cots. 

At a conference of the United 
Kingdom Biochemical Society 
from 21 to 23 July it was 
revealed that research suggests 
it may be {possible to protect 
babies at risk from what is 
known as Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome (SIDS) by dietary 
manipulation or supplemen- 
tary vitamins. 

Dr Douglas Turnbull from 
the neurology department at 
Newcastle Universityin north- 
east England.. , to fch “delegates 
that some cokdeath victims had 
been found to have a defect in 
one of the enzymes concerned 
with fatty add breakdown. He 
believes this could cause sud- 
den death in the same way that 
defects- in other enzymes can 
produce muscle weakness, 
neurological and cerebral dis- • 
eases, and low blood sugar 
levels. 

Sdentists know that fats in 
the diet are broken down by the 
body into fatty adds which are 
further oxidised by a large 
number of enzymes to release 
energy. But if a genetic muta- 
tion occurs .in one of these 
enzymes its activity will change 
and an error in the body's 
metabolism may result. This 
error can be passed from one’ 
generation to another, so put- 
ting a baby at risk. 

Dangerous fat 

Dr Turnbull believes that it 
may be possible to combat the 
disastrous consequences of the 
particular enzyme that could 
cause a sudden cot death 
because it contains vi tamin B2 
in its structure. This opens up 
the possibility of offsetting the 
effect of the faulty enzyme by a 
sped al diet or extra vitamins. 

Fats are a major component 
of the Western diet but there is 
now great concern that high 
intakeofthe wrong type of fat is 
causing harm to heart and 
blood vessels. The B.ritish 
Heart Foundation (BHF) says 
that while there is a clear 
relationship between the 
amount of cholesterol and 
other fatty substances in the 
blood and the development of 
coronary heart disease, all the 
responsible dietetic factors 
have not been identified with 
certainty. . 

This means that while the 
modern diet isundou btediy res- 
ponsible for many heart 
problems it is not just a case of 
ingesting loo much saturated 
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fat. The diet may also cause a 
“deficiency disease" due to Uurk 
of certain forms of fat and pos- 
sibly vitamins. 

Women’s diet 

While great success has been 
achieved in identifying genetic 
abnormalities in coronary 
heart disease. Professor Julian 
says it is likely that other risk 
factors such as excessive blood 
clotting also have a genetic 
component Again, changes in 
the diet may be one of the main 
remedies . for such' genetic 
defects. 

Even the long-standing 
problem of pre-menstrua] ten. 
sion (PMT) can be reduced by a 
change in diet, according to 
new research just published in 
Britain. PMT makes life a mis- 
ery for up to 73 per cent of 
menstruating women but now 
an advisory service set up in the 
United Kingdom in 1984 says 
this could change. 

Maryon Stewart, founder of 
the PMT Advisory Service, 
says in her new book on the 
subject that PMT can be made 
more tolerable through diet 
Already more than 50,000 
women have been advised to 
make changes in their eating 
habits and an. 85 per cent suc- 
cess rate has resulted. The book 
urges women to eat more fruit, 
vegetables, nuts, fish, lean meat 
and wholemeal bread and less 
junk food. 

The advisory service is bas- 
ing its confidence in using diet 
to reduce the effects of PMT on 
an in-depth survey of 1000 
cases being sent to the British 
government's health depart- 
ment and the head of the British 
Medical Association. Mrs 
Stewart is advocating 
improved nutritional educa- 
tion for doctors as a means of 
getting the message over to 
' women sufferers. 

Lead level study 

Britain's biggest study into 
lead in the blood of children has 
shown that it does have a small 
effect, on their intellectual per. 
form an ce. 

Blood was taken .from 855 
children between six and nine 
years old in Edinburgh. 
Scotland, and the initial results 
of the analysis and series of 
tests. have confirmed a corrcia- 
_ lion, between increased lead 
.anth the 

"ItitiillettoalattamineiftisM ,J ^ 

A spokesman for the four 
year Edinburgh Lead Study 
said: “The results are in line 
with those from other studies 
which have suggested that lead 
is harmful. Much is already 
being done to reduce exposure 
to lead. The results of thisstudy 
suggest that these measures 
should continue and, indeed, be 
stepped up.” Full details of the 
research are soon to be publi- 
shed m “The Lancet” medical 
journal. 

Tinnitus hope 

Glutamic arid appears to 
have a limited role in treating 
people who suffer from noises 
in the ear, according to a new! 
tinnitus study earned out in 
Belfast, Northern Ireland. A 
group of 21 adultsufferersaged 
between 3 1 and 77 were given a 
45 minute infusion of the amino 
arid, and seven reported vary- 
ing benefits. 

Health' chip 

What mi£ht look like, just 
another plastic credit card is in 
fact an electronic record of a 
person's medical history. The 
Welsh School or Pharmacy is 
now testing such a card, devised 
by pharmacist Dr Robert 
Stevens. 

The Smart Card, as it is 
known, contains a microchip 
on which is stored details of a 
patient's personal medical his- 
tory. Chronic illnesses, aller- 
gies or adverse reactions to cer- 
tain drugs are included 
together with the subject's doc- 
tor's name and prescription 
details. The doctor uses a small 
computer to record on the card 
full details of any medication to 
be prescribed. When the patient 
takes it to the pharmacy the 
chemist inserts it into his com- 
puter and the details are dis- 
played on a television screen.

Japan retains 
top spot as world’s 
biggest creditor 
nation

• the top spot as tfte>pyWls ; niqn- 
ber one creditor nation, govern- 
ment officials said today. 

“As long as Japan has a sur- 
plus in trade in goods and 
services, it will continue to add to 
its overseas assets.” one official 
told reporters. 

Government figures show that 
Japan's overseas assets climbed 
more than $300 billion in 1 987 as 
the country's big investors step- 
ped up their buying of foreign 
stocks and bonds. 

Debts 

Japan’s foreign debts also rose 
steeply, by more than $250 
billion, as companies took 
advantage of looser regulations 
overseas to raise money abroad. 

The balance between the two, 
which determines which country 
is the world's top creditor nation, 
shows that Japan added S60 
billion to its net foreign assets last 
year, bringing the cumulative 
total to more than $240 billion. 

Although 1987 figures for 
other countries are not yet 
available, the officials said they 
were convinced that Japan 
remained comfortably in the lead 
as the world’s top creditor nation 
last year. 

Economists said Britain 
probably remained in second 
place in 1987. By the end of 1986, 
it had racked up $170 billion in 
overseas credits.

Bad debts still a problem 

UAE bank profits show recovery 


DUBAI, May 24. (Reuter): The 
crates unloaded at a United Arab 
Emirates quayside were sup- 
posed to contain SI million 
worth of high-class perfumes. 

But when dock workers prised 
open lids, they found just a few 
thousand dollars worth of nap- 
pies. The bank which innocently 
financed (he bogus trade deal 
was left holding the baby. 

That incident was a couple of 
years ago. but banks in the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
are still dogged by bad debts left 
over from the oil boom years, 
some caused by fraud and others 
by a Gulf-wide recession. 

Profits 

Bank profits in the seven- 
emirate federation are slowly 
recovering after a slump in 1985 
and a lean 1986. But results for 
1987 were patchy and some ban- 
kers say it is too early to predict a 
strong upturn this year. 

“There certainly is a bullish 
attitude in the banking sector 
now," said Robin Cutis, assis- 
tant general manager operations 
at Abu Dhabi Commercial Bank 
(ADCB). formed in 1985 by a 
merger of three local banks. 

“The prevailing response is 
that we have our problems 
behind us ... but I don’t submit to 


that view and would prefer to say 
they are under control.*’ he told 
Reuters. 

Banks in the UAE. widely seen 
as one of the most overbanked 
nations in the Middle East, have 
largely escaped problems of 
Latin American debt which 
plagued their counterparts in 
Bahrain. 

Crisis 

The origins of the UAE banks* 
debt crisis have been closer to 
home. 

Local contractors were often 
unable to repay loans because 
they had not been paid by gover- 
nment departmen is sta rved of oil 
revenue. And some merchant 
trading families, such as the 
Dubai-based Galadari Brothers, 
were overextended when oil 
prices crashed in 1 986 and the 
economy shrank. 

Confidence has gradually 
returned with higher oil prices 
and, after adjustment for infla- 
tion, the UAE economy grew by 
about three percent last year. 

But the recovery has been 
dampened by a decline in the 
value of the dirham caused by its 
fixed peg to the weak US dollar. 

That has made salaries less 
attractive for many expatriate 
bankers and some banks are fin- 


ding it hard to recruit skilled 
staiT. particularly from Britain 
due to the strong pound. 

The banking sector in Dubai, 
renowned as hub of Gulf trade, 
appears to be flourishing more 
than in its southern rival Abu 
Dhabi, which is the national 
capital. 

“For Dubai, 1985 and 1986 
was the trough." said Charles 
Neil, general manager of Lloyds 
Bank in Dubai. “Since then, 
there has been a gradual 
recovery." 

Rise 

That recovery has seen a 
steady rise in net profits for most 
banks in Dubai, with the biggest, 
the National Bank of Dubai Lid. 
by far the most profitable. 

It declared a 0.6 per cent rise in 
1987 net profit to 377.2 million 
dirhams (SI 03 million). 

But bankers see the bank as 
mainly a ’cash box’ for the local 
government and its end- 1987 
balance sheet showed only seven 
per cent of assets in the form of 
loans and advances. 

Other Dubai banks are more 
exposed to bad debis, especially 
Union Bank of the Middle East 
Ltd ( U BM E ). once owned by one 
of the Galadari Brothers. Abdul 
Wahab Galadari. It also merged 


with two local banks in 1985. 

As if to emphasise iLs break 
with the past. UBME this week 
announced a new name. 
Emirates Bank International 
Ltd. 

The group increased net profit 
by 38.9 per cent to 31.4 million 
dirhams (SK.6 million) last year, 
but bankers say it relies heavily 
on about 1.5 billion dirhams 
(S4I0 million) of cheap deposits 
from Dubai's ruling Makioum 
family. 

Loans 

The bank, is working flat out to 
recover bad loans and is 
embroiled in a court ease with the 
Galadari Brothers Group for 
repayment of 401 million dir- 
hams ($110 million I. 

Bank of Oman Ltd. which des- 
pite its name is a Dubai-based 
group, increased 1987 net profit 
by 18.8 per cent to 65.3 million 
dirhams (517.8 million) and has 
been aggressi ve in cashing in on a 
mini consumer credit boom. 

The two big banks in Abu

Somalia seeks to repair damaged ties with IMF 


MOGADISHU, May 24, 
(Reuter): Somalia, laden with 
debt and among the poorer 
African nations, is turning back 
to the international Monetary 
Fund less than a year after aban- 
doning an IMF programme. 

An IMF mission began 
negotiations in Mogadishu in 
mid-way to on a new stand-by 
programme to replace one which 
Somalia abandoned last Septem- 
ber. 

The government said it scrap- 
ped the IMF and World Bank- 
sponsored programme of econ- 
omic reforms, after four yars, 
because rapid devaluation had 
led to high inflation and con- 
sumer spending and had 
damaged the productive sector 
«£l^oiDhnniy. ; L:ii.i£.n^ )«» j 
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But Western diplomats and 
aid officials say Somalia's 
decision had more to do with 
government fears that it was 
loosing control of foreign 
exchange income to the private 
sector. 

“It was a political problem 


that in a liberalised economy, 
you cannot control everything 
any more. He who has foreign 
exchange in this country has 
power," a European aid official 
said. 

Somalia has been led for 19 
years by President Mohamed 
Siad Barre. His eldest surviving 
son, Maslah, is widely tipped as 
his successor. 

Controls 

Somalia's attempt to break 
with the IMF and regulate the 
economy through price controls 
and a fixed exchange rate has not 
been successful. 

Basic foods affected by price 
controls, such as sugar, wheal, 
flour and rice, have disappeared 
'from the £hops and are only 
| available on the black market 
^andinflation has dim bed to bet- ■ 
“ween 40 to 50 per cent from 35 per 
cent in 1987. 

But imported Saudi Arabian 
mineral water and Chilean 
apples are still freely available in 
Mogadishu’s well-stocked 
bazaar. 

Smugglers and recipients of 


remittances from Somali 
immigrant workers in Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf stales con- 
tinue to import a wide range of 
consumer goods. 

But the" government, which 
has been starved of Western aid 
since abandoning its system of 
foreign exchange auctions, is 
desperately short of hard 
currency. 

“Even $100,000 is a difficult 
sum for the central bank to pay 
out these days," a Western econ- 
omist said. 

Creditors 

Aid officials said the govern- 
ment is in arrears to ail its major 
creditors except theWorld Bank. 

t But since service payments on 
Somalia’s $1.8 billion foreign 
debt exceed the $1 00 million'ear- 
ned each year from livestock and . 
banana exports, there is no easy 
solution. 

Total arrears of $230 million 
include 37 million owed to the 
IMF, which earlier this month 
declared the country ineligible 
for further lending. 

But diplomats said Western 


donors would continue to help if 
Somalia reached a new stand-by 
agreement with the fund soon. 

Economists said a key issue in 
any IMF agreement would be a 
radical restructuring of the civil 
service and tax system to 
improve government efficiency 
and increase domestic revenue. 

Wages 

Tax receipts have fallen off 
sharply and the government can 
no longer pay the meagre wages 
of its 45.000 civil servants with- 
out donor assistance. 

The IMF-sponsored econ- 
omic reforms undertaken since 
1983 haveachieved some succes- 
ses. 

Producer price rises and a 
liberalisation of grain marketing 
Have made' Somalia' self-suf- 
ficient in maize and sorghum and 
a series of devaluations have hel- 
ped to rationalise imports and 
exports. 

Western economists say 
deeper structural reforms are 
now needed to boost government 
finances. 

But even if they are 


introduced, the arid country 
draped round the Horn of 
Africa, has little hope of dev elop- 
ing a self-sustaining economy in 
Lhe near future. 

Exports 

Somalia imported last year 
five limes more than it earned 
from exports. Nearly half the 
population consists of nomadic 
herdsmen and most of the gover- 
nment’s present budget is spent 
on maintaining a large Army to 
confront Ethiopia, with which 
Somalia fought a war 10 years 
ago. 

Somalia receives about S400 
million of foreign aid a year, 
including an estimated S100 
million lo feed and shelter several 
hundred thousand refugees from 
Ethiopia. 

"But aid experts are beginning 
lo question how the money is 
being used. 

Many of the roads, factories 
and irrigation systems funded by 
Western donors deteriorate 
rapidly after completion because 
of a lack of money to maintain 
them. 


Investor confidence returns to Indian capital market 

Upward trend gathers momentum 


FOLLOWING the footsteps of 
the upsurge in share prices on the 
Indian stock exchanges, capital 
issues are now finding favour 
with the investing public. The 
Bombay Stock Exchange sen- 
sitive index for equities which 
had hit an all-time low of 390 
soon after Indian budget, clim- 
bed to 51 1 in the second week of 
May and on profit taking reacted 
to 504.03 at the end of business 
on May 13. 

Bombay Stock Exchange sen- 
sitive index a year ago was 
476.20. The upward trend in the 
slock markets gathered momen- 
tum in the last week of April, 
after the positive announ- 
cements made by the Indian fin- 
ance minister on the floor of the 
parliament, according iqCham- 
paldal Investment and Financial 
Consulting Ltd (Cifco), Bom- 
bay. 

Responses 

In the post-budget period, five 
major issues entered the capital 
market, and all of them repor- 
tedly received encouraging res- 
ponses from the public, both in 
India and non-resident Indians 
overseas. 

The five issues which entered 
the market were by Sam tel Color 
Ltd for Rs 75 million, Unitel 
Communications Ltd. for Rs 
30.3 million, Usha Beliron forRs 
J 7.75 million, Shree Ishar Alloys 
for Rs 35.20 million and Lak- 
shmi Auto Components Lid. a 
TVS Company for Rs 20.8 
million. 

Except for Laksbmi Auto 
Components, other four com- 
panies had earmarked a part of 
the share offer for NRJs and 
reportedly have received good 
responses, reflecting a revival in 


investor confidence in capital 
issues on selective basis. 

In the next few weeks, six com- 
panies are slated to offer their 
capital both to Indian public as 
well as NRIs. On May 19. 
Columbia Electronics Ltd, 
which is offering shares of Rs 
6.28 million to NRJs, open the 
subscription list. The company is 
setting up a project in Madhya 
Pradesh near Bhopal, for man- 
ufacture of video tapes and video 
cassettes. 

The total project outlay of Rs 
93.6 million is being funded by 
equity of Rs 32.1 million, term 
loans of Rs 60 million and sub- 
sidy of Rs 1.5 million 
Offer 

On May 23, Metlex Ceramics 
Ltd which has been promoted by 
a NRI industrialist, opens its 
subscription list of Rs 4 million 
equity shares offer to NRIs. 

The investment of NRIs in 
Metlex is on a non-repatriation 
basis. Metlex is setting up a 
ceramic tile unit near Delhi at an 
outlay of Rs 59.3 in technical 
collaboration with Sacmi Imola. 
of Italy. 

The issue is expected to be 
received favourably by the inves- 
tors, in view of the profitable 
market for ceramic dies in India. 

The three existing ceramic tile 
units whose shares are quoted on 
the Indian slock exchanges, have 
been performing well. 

The three companies are Spar- 
tek Ceramics whose share has 
been quoting around Rs 70, 
Regency Ceramics which is quot- 
ing around Rs 20 and the latest 
has been Bell Ceramics which 
issued equity in January this year 
is quoting at around Rs 13. 

In late June, massive issue to 


NRIs of about Rs 80 million is 
scheduled to be made by Indian 
Charge Chrome Lid.

S. Africa delays clampdown on insider trading 


JOHANNESBURG, May 24, 
/Reuter): South Africa is delay- 
ing over new laws to crack down 
on insider trading on the slock 
market, according to the govern- 
ment’s lop JegaJ advisor on the 
issue. Insider trading is when 
dealers, company officials or 
bankers take advantage of less 
well-connected investors by buy- 
ing or selling shares on the basis 


of previleged information. 

‘This is very important and 
urgent. The slock exchange tells 
us insider trading is running 
rife," said Supreme Court Judge 
Cedi Margo, chairman of an 
official committee charged with 
drawing up measures to tackle 
the problem. 

But he told Reuters that 


reforms will be delayed until 
1989. “Legislation is before the 
cabinet. We tried to get it pul 
through in the parliamentary ses- 
sion," Margo said. 

Discussions 

“Now I have had discussions 
and learned that it will not be 
reached this session." Margo 
said. 


Johannesburg Slock 

Exchange president Tony Nor- 
ton said probes by the exchange 
officials suggests trading on 
inside information is a frequent 
abuse. 

At least 10 cases have been 
submitted to police over the past 
decade but not one has resulted 
in a prosecution, let alone a con- 
viction. 


Protectionism 
hurts US 
workers, says 
FTC chief 

WASHINGTON. May 24. The 
chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission iFTC) says protec- 
tionism not only hurls lhe con- 
sumer bui. far from saving jobs 
for US workers, actually leads to 
a loss of jobs in many cases, 
according to a USIS report. 

Daniel Oliver outlined his case 
for Free trade in a luncheon 
speech at the American Inter- 
national Automoiiie Congress, 
a trade meeting of imported ear 
dealers. 

The FTC is an independent 
federal government agency 
whose functions include combat- 
ting trade restrain!* such as 
price-fixing agreements, 
boycotts and illegal combina- 
tions of competitors. It also mon- 
itors the truthfulness of advertis- 
ing and product labeling. 

Charging that arguments for 
trade protection areculculated to 
■'line the pockets of special 
interests a( the expense of con- 
sumers." he s;iid rest rici ions on 
international competition tend 
to limit choices and raise prices. 

The voluntary restraint 
agreement under which Japan 
has limited car exports to the 
United Slates, for instance, has 
cost consumers SJ J0U million a 
year, according lo Oliver. 

He contended the burden falls 
most severely on low-income 
persons, citing particularly the 
cost of import restraints on 
clothing, sugar and autos. 

Argument 

Oliver rejected lhe frequently- 
expressed argument that unres- 
trained imports and u big trade 
deficit cost US workers jobs. 
While it is true thai foreign com- 
petition can cause job losses in a 
particular industry, he said, "it is 
also a fact ... that in our 
integrated economy, price 
increases in one industry are cost 
increases in many other indus- 
tries.” 

Thus, he said, the voluntary 
restraint agreement on steel 
saved about 17.1X8) jobs in the 
steel and steel-supplying indus- 
tries. but cost 52.400 jobs i n firms 
using sled.

US farm exports to Moscow 
expected to rise sharply 

WASHING I ON. May 24. < AP): The value of I S agricultural 
exports ro the Sov iet Union this year is expected io be at a three- 
year high of S1.4 billion, up 50 per cent from $938 million in 
calendar 1987. the Agricultural Department said yesterday. 
“Behind the gain will be much larger wheal shipments at higher 
prices and much bigger soybean and soybean meal sales.” the 
Department’s Economic Research Service said. Farm product 
sales to the Soviets exceeded SI .9 billion in 1985 but piummetted 
to a 1 3-y car-low of S658 million in 1986 before starting their 
rebound. A major factor has been large sales of I S wheat at 
subsidised prices under the department's export enhancement 
programme. “The US value share of Soviet grain imports may be 
above3U percent for the first time since 1984 and (may comprise) 
over 8 per cent of total agricultural imports,” ihe report said. 
Although total Soviet agricultural imports may increase- 5 per 
cent in 1988 from Iasi year's estimated 516 billion, the value still 
will be below the 19 billion average during the first half of the 
1980s. 

■ “Grain imparls now cost about $3 billion a year instead or 7 
billion a- in 1981-85.” ihe report said. Despite a possible 20 per 
cent rise in the pcr-lon cost of imported grain in 1988. this "unit 
value” will still be around one-third lower in the early 19X0s. 

US durable goods orders climb 

HASHING TON. May 24. (Reuter): Orders for durable goods 
in the L niled States climbed a strong 0.8 per cent in April, 
signalling the economy was continuing to expand at a healthy 
rate, the government said today. The April rise marked the third 
successive monthly increase in orders for such goods, which are 
generally expensive items such as refrigerators, cars and major 
items of business equipment. Orders for durable goods reached a 
record 51 16.28 billion last month, the largest monthly iota! since 
December 1987. when they reached $1 1 5.6 billion, the Commerce 
Department said. Excluding defence, durable goods orders 
received by US factories also rose 0.8 percent, meaning Pentagon 
contracts played only a background role in the April increase. 
However, much of Ihe increase in ov erall orders w as due lo rising 
demand for electrical machinery which includes defence commun- 
ia lions equipment, the Commerce Department said. The depart- 
ment revised slightly do w nw ard its report nndurable goods orders 
during March. It said orders increased hy 11.9 per cent that month, 
compared with a 1.0 per cent rise previously reported. The latest 
report is certain to keep alive a debate in financial markers over 
whether the economy is expanding too fast, stoking inflationary 
pressures. The markets fear that if ihe Federal Reserve Board, lhe 
LS central bank, decides the economy is growing ion rapidly, it 
may tighten ihe money supply to raise interest rates and brake ihe 
expansion rate.

White House report ‘ignores 
problems raising capital’ 


WASHINGTON, May 24, 
(AP): The newest White House 
report on the stock market 
collapse does nothing to soothe 
Wall Street's problems and is 
merely an effort to prevent leg- 
islative action this year, the 
chairman o! the Senate Banking 
Committee said today. 

During a hearing on the 
report’s recommendations. Sen. 
William Proxmire, an opposition 
Democrat, told the four high- 
level federal officials who wrote 
il that their study was “pitifuL” 

Proxmire has been critical of 
the study si nceits release on May 
16. On Monday, that in the seven 
months since Oct 19 — the day 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
dropped a record 508 points — 
American corporations have 
raised only S1.5 billion com- 
pared with 510.7 billion for the 
same period between 1986 and 
1987. 

Performances 

Proxmire said the stock mark- 
et's unpredictable, fluctuating 
performance since October has 
scared many investors away and 
made it difficult for companies to 
raise needed investment money. 
The recommendations in the 
report did no.i address that 
problem, be said. 

The study was written by 
Treasury. Undersecretary 
George D. Gould, Commodity 


Futures Trading Commission 
(CFTC) chairwoman Wendy 
Gramm, Securities ' ana 
Exchange Commission (SEC) 
chairman David S. Ruder and 
Federal Reserve. Board chair- 
man Alan Greenspan. 

The report’s recommenda- 
tions have drawn fire in Congress 
from lawmakers who have com- 
plained that it failed to . recom- 
mend decisive action tq deal with 
the ills of the nation's financial 
markets. 

It contained no proposals to 
restrict typesof programme trad- 
ing, the computer-driven tran- 
sactions some critics have 
blamed for the market’s contin- 
ued volatility. It ignored critics 
who say the margins — or up- 
front payments — for stock 
index futures transactions on the 
Chicago commodities markets 
are too low and thus encourage 
speculation that causes wild 
bounces in prices on the market 
in New York.

With stock and currency trad- 
ing dull, bullion markets look the 
spotlight. 

Much-needed rains Finally fell 
on the US Midwest over" the 
weekend and pushed down 
Chicago corn and soybean 
futures. But prices rebounded on 
bargain-hunting by traders who 
hoped for more weather scares 
later in the summer. 

Sales 

Precious metals, favoured as a 
store of value if inflation seems 
likely to rise, and therefore sen- 
sitive to farm prices, retained 
most of their recent gains. Gold 
was fixed for Loday in London at 
S457.75 an ounce, which was just 
$1.60 below yesterday's closing 
value. 

Meanwhile platinum touched 
seven-month highs this wt-ek on 
buying fuelled by weekend news 
that South Africa’s far-right 
Conservative Parly, the official 


opposition, urged Pretoria to 
suspend strategic minerals sales 
to the United States in retaliation 
for anti-apartheid sanctions. 

This morning in London 
platinum was fixed at $573.75 an 
ounce, just down from yester- 
day’s $575 close. 

Stock markets were quiet. 

London’s FTSE index of 100 
British blue chips was up about 
eight points just under 1,770 in 
late morning. 

Continental European 
exchanges reopened after a 
three-day Whitsun Holiday 
weekend." Paris stocks began 
slighity higher in quiet business, 
while West German shares eased. 

Earlier, Tokyo stocks rose

He said investor demand for 
precious metals in Asia had risen 
sharply this year, helped by low 
prices inyen terms. 

On the supply side, new min- 
ing capacity is unlikely to come 
on stream in Lime to dampen the 
bullish sentiment over the next 
six months. Wage bargaining 
with South African miners 
begins next month, holding out 
the chance of a strike. 

Gold teeth and fillings are 
steadily going out offashion and 
dentists used less gold last year 
than ever before, a leadingmetals 
analyst said yesterday. 

But people are still putting 
gold in iheirmouths, said George 
Milling-Slanley of Consolidated 
Goldfields PLC in the com- 
pany's annual market review. 

Japanese gourmets now eat 
the metal, albeit in very small 
quantities, Milling-Stanley said. 

Tiny gold flakes are sprinkled 
over various dishes, but appear 
to make little difference to the 


taste. 

The total amount consumed is 
hard to estimate, but may have 
totalled about eight kilogram- 
mes (18 pounds) last year. 

This type of gold consumption 
is unique in that the metal is not 
recovered afterwards, whereas 
gold used in all its other roles is. 

But the demand for gold to eat 
is dwarfed by the demand for 
gold in teeth, even though the use 
of gold in dentistry has dropped 
by 25 percent this decade. 

Demists used just 48 tonnes of 
gold in 1987, down from 51 ton- 
nes in 1986. 

Milling-Stanley said demand 
for gold in teeth has dropped 
because of unproved preventive- 
dentistry and the move towards 
the more natural-appearance of 
ceramic alloys in many countries. 

Insurance, companies are 
increasingly reluctant to pay for 
its use in dental treatments. 

Precious metal alloys are used 
for bridge-work, inlays and 
crowns, and as well as ceramic- 
based materials, silver and 
palladium are cheaper sub- 
stitutes. 


Reagan 
vetoes 
US trade 
bill 

WASHINGTON. May 24, 
(Renter): President Reagan today 
vetoed a trade bill that would 
require US retaliation against 
countries with unfair barriers to 
American goods. 

The House of Representatives 
was expected to vote to override 
the veto later today, but Senate 
supporters of the Ml said they 
might not be able to master the 
two-thirds majority needed for an 
override, casting doubt oo the 
chances for a major trade bill this 
year. 

Remarkable 

“While the Congress did a 
remarkable job in watering down 
or eliminating the most protec- 
tionist provisions, there remain 
sections of the bill that push in the 
direction of protectionism/* 
Reagan said in a written 
statement. 

“Closing our borders is not the 
solution to opening foreign mark- 
ets." 

Reagan offered to work with 
Congress on a revised bill, which 
he said could be passed this year if 
two provisions were dropped. 

Reagan's chief concern is a 
provision that has nothing to do 
with trade policy and that .was 
inserted into the bill by 
Democrats. It would force US 
Arms to give 60 day's notice to 
workers before dosing a plant or 
laying off a large number of 
employees. 

The provision has become a 
presidential campaign issue, with 
Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis, the likely 
Democratic nominee, supporting 
it and Vice-President George 
Bush, the probable Republican 
nominee, siding with Reagan. 

Loans settlement 
scheme gives 
new fillip 
to economy 

THE chairman of the Commer- 
cial Bank of Kuwait. Hamad Al 
Hamad, in an inicrview with a 
local daily commented that the 
Kuwaiti economy had overcome 
I he recent recessionary trend and 
was poised to grow. 

AI Hamad praised the diligem 
policies adopted by the Kuwaiti 
authorities during the last two 
years, and added, that the 
positive economic signals are a 
direct reflection of these wise 
policies. 

He expressed hope that the 
brighter financial horizon would 
continue and ensure progress 
and prosperity. 

He also praised the difficult 
loans settlement programme ins- 
tituted by the Central Bank. The 
programme, he said, had com- 
pletely contained and redressed 
the problem and prevented 
serious adverse consequences. 

He stressed that implementing 
the programme had restored 
con fidence in the banking system 
and the national economy and 
helped it in absorbing external 
economic and financial shocks. 

Al Hamad, said that the Cen- 
tral Bank had expanded its plans 
and facilities in providing loans 
to consumer projects, infrastruc- 
ture, housing and some indus- 
trial projects. 

He also proposed the public 
sector should set up some com- 
modity oriented projects as a 
substitute for imported com- 
modities. He pointed out that the 
banking sector should shoulder 
its responsibilities by advising 
and financing investors on viable 
productive investments. 

Ai Hamad cautioned financial 
establishments and banks to 
selectively deal with overseas 
markets. He added, that based 
on past experiences, local com- 
mercial banks had modified and 
revised theirplans which resulted 
in working out strategies suited 
to the economic nature of 
Kuwait. , 


W. Germany’s 40-year-old mark is a symbol of success 


FRANKFURT. May 24, 
(Reuter): The Deutschemark 
created 40 years ago in a beaten 
nation of starving people and 
bombed-out cities, is the driving 
force behind West Germany's 
powerhouse economy, the migh- 
tiest in Europe. 

But the mark's future, say the 
central bankers at the Bundes- 
bank, depends on .how well they 
can fend ofT the threats of infla- 
tion end of government inter- 
ference. 

Conditions 

So far. they say they have done 
a good job, although the Bundes- 
bank's policies have drawn sharp 
criticism, especially from US 
officials worried that West Ger- 
many is not doing enough to 
keep a sluggish global economy 
humming. 

“The D-mark presents itself in 
a healthy condition on its 40th 
birthday,” the Bundesbank said 


in a survey published today. 

“Its purchasing power is sta- 
ble, in a way not seen for many a 
year, its strength and solidity 
have become a kind of hallmark 
for the Federal Republic, and 
abroad it is sought after as a 
reserve and investment 
currency,” it said. 

Value 

West Germany’s inflation rate 
has averaged just 2.8 per cent a 
year since the mark was 
introduced in June 1948. alth- 
ough the Bundesbank said even 
that is not satisfactory. Over 40 
years, it adds up to a reduction of 
two-thirds in tne mark's original 
purchasing power. 

The Bundesbank said that 
shows “how in the long run. even 
with a moderate rate of inflation 
there is a sustained erosion of the 
value of money and how 
seriously the aim of reducing 


inflation to near zero 'or holding 
it there should be taken.” 

But a low inflation rate has 
made the mark one of the stron- 
gest currencies in the world. 

It was set at 3.33 to the dollar 
when it was introduced, but now 
trades at half that rate, 1.70 to the 
dollar. The British pound ster- 
ling is worth only 27 per cent of 
its 1950 mark value today, and 
the French franc just 25 percent. 

There has been a big pay-off 
for West Germans. 

Activity 

“Until ‘X-day’ — June 20, 
1948 — currency reform, 
production was laid jow, people 
werestarving, the lack of housing 
in the cities was catastrophic." 
the Bundesbank said. 

Introducing a new currency 
was a turning poinL 
“The. shops were soon filled 
with goods after the Deutsche 


- mark was issued, and economic 
activity picked up. This goes to 
show that good money is the 
decisive foundation for econ- 
omic growth — an experience 
which has had a lasting effect on 
the German population's 
attitude towards inflation," it 
said. 

In the early-days, the main task 
of the German Central Bank was 
to resist the temptation to adopt 
a policy of “easy money" to fin- 

- ance the growtii of the infant 
West German slate, it. said. 

The Bundesbank still worries 
that cheap credit will boost infla- 
tion. 

And, as a debate intensifies 
over creating a single European 
currency, the Bundesbank wan- 

- led that: “Good national money 
like the D-mark should in the 
final stage of the development 
only be exchanged for just as 
good European money." 


Silicon Valley firm announces 
joint venture with Soviets 


SUNNYVALE, California. 
May 24, (AP): A Silicon Valley 
company has reached an 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
to assemble and sell thousands of 
American -designed persona! 
computers hi the USSR ,ihe com- 
pany announced yesterday. 

The joint venture between 
Advanced Transducer Devices 
and V-0 Electronorgtechnica. a 
Soviet electronics trading com- 
pany. is believed to be the first 
involving computers. Advanced 
transducer said. 

“The Soviets are coming to the 
West now to find a whole range 
of prod ucts for the ci vilia n side of 
their economy.” said Michael 
O'Rourke. Advanced Trans- 
ducer's rice-president of inter- 
national sales. 

Expects 

Advanced Transducer, which 
makes components for personal 
computers, said the joint venture 
expects to sell at least 4.000 per- 
sonal computers in the first year. 
The computers would be for use 
in schools, factories and offices, 
and not the military. O’kourke 
said. 

Soviet officials say their school 
system alone needs 100.000 per- 
sonal computers a year. Advan- 
ced T ransducer said. 

"We’re a small company ... and 
this is a significant opportunity 
for us to become a major par- 
ticipant in a growing market,” 
O'Rourke said. 

Under the five-year 
agreement, which must be 
approved by both US and Soviet 
governments. Advanced Trans- 
ducer and V-0 Electronorgtech- 


nica. or Elorg. wifi form a joint 
venture called Elorgsoft Inter- 
national. Elcrgsofl Inter- 
national will operate as a govern- 
ment-sanctioned corporation in 
the USSR. 

Advanced Transducer, a sub- 
sidiary of Televideo Systems 
Inc., will begin the joint venture 
by assembling IBM-compatible 
personal computers in Sun- 
nyvale. Later on. they will be 
assembled and sold in the Soviet 
Union. 

The company expects to have 
the first 20 personal computers in 
the USSR by late June and hopes 
the joint venture can begin 
assembling the units in the Soviet 
Union by the end of the year, 
O'Rourke said. 

Elorg and Advanced Trans- 
ducer reached the agreement 
about a week ago after several 
months of talks, O'Rourke said. 

A ribbon cutting ceremony is 
planned in Moscow next month 
to officially announce the ! 
agreement and the opening of a } 
service, training and distribution ! 
centre for the joint venture there, i 
Proposal j 

Talks began last October when 
the American Tiading Corp., a 
New York-based Soviet import- 
export company affiliated with 
Elorg, approached Advanced 
Transducer with a proposal fora 
joint venture. O'Rourke said. 

The Soviet Union, with a 
population of more than 300 
million, only has about 50,000 
personal computers. Advanced 
Transducer estimates. But the 
United States, with a population 
of about 250 million, has 30 


million personal computers, said 
Cliff Lindsey, ofDataquest Inc., 
a San Jose, California, market 
research firm. 

The potential business could 
. be enormous,. not only with this 
particular agreement, but for 
other companies that have com- 
puter products needed by the 
Soviets," provided trade doors 
stay open, Lindsey said in a 
statement. 

O'Rourke said he doesn't 
expect any snags in getting the 
necessary export license From the 
US Department of Commerce. 

•‘We've been told by our 
government that from what 
we've told and shown them, there 
will not be a problem,” he said. 


IIS Trade Deficit 
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Verity sees trade deficit 
cut more than 1 5pc 

WASHINGTON. May 24. 

(Reuter): Commerce Secretary 
William Verily predicted today 
the US trade deficit would be cut 
more than 15 per cent this year, 
to below $150 billion. 

In u television interview. 

Verity also urged that Congress, 
inslead of requiring companies 
to give workers 60 days' notice of 
plant closings and layoffs, adopt 
a non*binding resolution to lhal 
effect. 

President Reagan planned to 
veto a massive trade bill today, in 
part because it includes such an 
advance notice requirement. 

Verity said Reagan wanted a 
trade bill and would accept one if 
it had only a non-binding “sense 
of Congress” statement that 
workers should gel 60 days' 
notice of plant closings. 

Costs 

“What he doesn't like is Con- 
gress mandating to private busi- 
ness extra costs on things that 
should be handled through 
collective bargaining," the Com- 
merce Secretary said. . 

Verity predicted the adminis- 
tration would exceed its goal of 
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cutting last year's S 171-billion ' 
trade deficit by more than 1 5 per 
cent this year. 

“At this point in time I think 
that we will probably do better 
than the 1 5 per cent.” he said. 

He said' that would cut the 
trade deficit to a little below $1 SO 
billion and said he believed it 
could be cut below 100 billion in 
two or three years. 

The deficit of imports over 
exports shrank to $9.7 billion in 
March. 


NBK buys new 
building in London 

MOHAMMED Abdul-Mobs- 
sen Al Khorafi, the board chair- 
man of the Kuwait National 
Bank said here on Monday that 
the bank bought a building in the 
Westend area in London City. 

He said, the 6-storey building 
will be the bank's head branch in 
the United Kingdom. 

All the employees of the main 
branch of the bank and an 
affiliated company will move to 
the new building at .the end of the 
current year. 

Khorafi said that the bank's 
branch at Orchard Street 
however will continue to serve i ts 
customers as before after it was 
expanded and equipped witii an 
auto-teller and a computer link 
with Kuwait. 


Banca 

Commerciale 
raises 
takeover bid 

NEW YORK, May 24, (Reuter): 
Irving Bank Corp said yesterday 
its Italian suitor, Banca Com- 
merciale Italians, had raised Its 
buffer a 51 per cent stake in the. 
New York bank to $80 a share 
from $75. 

Irving's stock shot up $1,875 
to $63 yesterday as investors wel- 
comed the higher bid by BaDca 
Commerciale. which would be 
supplemented by a previously 
announced restructuring of Irv- 
ing. 

.. Irving is fighting an unwanted 
takeover offer from Ban k of New 
York Company Inc, which last 
week briefly offered to raise its 
bid if Irving’s board would agree 
•■to a friendly merger. 

Proposal 

Irving's board rebuffed the 
proposal and Bank of New York 
resumed its longstanding cash 
and securities bid for all of Irv- 
ing, valued at around $62 a share. 

Irving has been pressing 
Milan-based Banca Commer- 
riale to sweeten its offer to raise 
the overall value of the bid and 
restructuring well above the 
Bank of New York offer. 

Banca Commerciale. which 
last week filed for clearance to 
buy a controlling stake in Irving 
from US bank regulators, has 
said it is seeking a foothold in 
New York City. 

Bank of New York, which 
launched its takeover effort in 
September, already has 
regulatory clearance for a tak- 
eover oflrving.

Focus on bricks and mortar 


By Midas 


FOR most of us. owning our own 
home is probably our first and 
major priority when it comes to 
deriding what to do with OUT 
savings. Besides the obvious 
comfort and security of having a 
place to live, there is also the 
possibility of making a nice little 
profit as well. 

HoweveF, buying a house for 
investment purposes is a tricky 
matter. Consider the following 
example. A good friend of mine 
bought a flat in London about 
ten years ago for'£20.000. Today 
it's worth roughly a quarter of a 
million. A nice fat profit, you say, 
but is it really? If she wants to live 
in London, when she sells it, her 
£250,000 will only buy her 
another place of the same stan- 
dard. In that instance she hasn't 
really made any profit at all. 
except on paper. 

Cheaper 

Only if she decides to move 
from London to somewhere 
cheaper can she actually realise 
her profit. Should she be able to 
buy a place somewhere for. say. 
£50.000. then she’s made 
£200,000 free and clear. All this 
might seem very obvious, butitis 
easy to. overlook id the 
excitement of think ing one owns 
a hugely expensive house. 

The other problem to consider 
is whether the current inflated 
values of properties in the south 
of England in general, and Lon- 
don in particular, can possibly be 
sustained. Many analysts, nota- 
bly Bob Beckman of ‘Down- 
wave* fame, doubt that these 


high pricescan survive. 

Beckman predicted the 
October crash so his pronoun- 
cements carry a certain amount 
of authority, and when he says 
that he expects prices to fall by up 
to 80 percent, it's only sensible to 
consider the possibility. 

About twenty-five years ago. 
my father earned roughly a 
thousand pounds a -year, he 
bought an average family sized 
house in a southern town and 
paid £3,000, which was three 
times his annual salary. Assum- 
ing the average London family, if 
both partners are working, are 
earning around £20,000 a year, 
then a house loday should cost 
around £60,000. 

In facL, vou'd be very lucky to 
find a family size house in Lon- 
don for less than £150.000. 
Studio flats in Docklands cost 
£ 1 00,000! These prices are tolera- 
ble for those who have sold a 
simi larly priced house, or one 
just a bit cheaper and moved up 
market a little. 

But what about someone who 
is just buying his first home? 
Even if he has saved £30.000. 
which is not easy, he will have to 
get a mortgage for the remaining 
£120,000. At ten percent interest 
per year, that means he has to pay 
£12,000 just in interest alone? 

Fancy 

Very few people can afford a 
£1.000 a month for their mort- 
gage, and remember, we are talk- 
ing about an average three 
bedroom house, nothing fancy 
or palatial. 

The figures just don't add up, 
and I fear that Beckman may well 
be right that some kind of down- 


ward adjustment is overdue. 

However, it won’t be a sudden ’• 
crash such as wc ha\ c seen on the 
stockmarkets. If your house is • 
worth £150.000 today, jf you in- 
. to sell it. you will naturally want j 
to gel lhal much for it. If you are i 
only offered £.'20.000. the ; 
obvious response is simply i 
hang on and refuse to sell. 

Instead of a sudden crash. ' 
property prices simply become 
static for a while as people refuse 
to lose money by selling at a 
lower price. Only when a logjam 
of potential movers has built up 
to the point where some of them 
simply must sell, do prices begin 
to fall- Inslead of the collapse 
taking minutes, as on the slock 
markets, a property collapse 
might well be spread over three 
years ox more. 

Of course, nobody knou.s ! 
whether this wili happen or not. I j 
certainly don’t have a crystal ! 
ball, and there is nothing to sug- 
gest that such a drop is imminent. 
Yet the logic of the siiujij^n 
seems clear, first time buyers arc 
.. being priced out of the housing 
market in the South-East. 

Nothing goes up forever, not 
even house prices, and although 
the upward spiral may carry on 
for another year or even longer, 
sooner or later there will be * 
correction. 

How serious it will be is uncer- 
tain. but for anyone considering 
buying a house in London these 
days, I would advise extreme 
caution. 

For anyone selling, and wish- 
ing to move to a cheaper area, the 
message is equally obvious, eo 
for it!
